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iLearned About Diving From That 
Trouble At County Line

was new to the sport—this was to be 

only my fifth dive ever. | was still renting 
everything but mask, fins and snorkel. My 
instructor had told us about the dropout 
rate and recommended joining a club if 
we decided to continue diving. The club 
| selected had lots of boat trips and only 
a few beach dives. One of these latter 
seemed a good way to get more experi- 
ence and meet some of the members. 

| rented my gear the evening before. It 
cost me about $13 for everything. When 
| arrived at County Line the next morning, 
the surf was up, to put it mildly. The 
waves were averaging eight feet in 
height. | had no fear of the ocean—! had 
been body surfing and swimming in the 
ocean for about six years—but the size of 
these waves gave me pause for thought. 
More pause for thought: One of the veter- 
an members of the club told me he had 
decided not to go in because it was so 
rough. On the other hand, | had paid $13 
for my rental gear and risen early on a 
saturday morning. If | could get the first 
of two dives necessary for club member- 
ship out of the way, so much the better. 

Two club members geared up and 
went out through the surf. Even wearing 
doubles, they made it look easy. These 
two young men made a beach dive every 
chance they got and County Line’s surf 
and one-quarter mile snorkel to the 
‘‘Hole’’ weren’t much of a challenge. | 
grew more apprehensive when | learned 
how far out the dive site was. | was not 
in great condition. If | tired, | promised 
_ myself, I'd head back in before | got too 
far out. 

It was Ted who organized the four of 
us. A club member as well as a former in- 
structor, he had monitored my certifica- 
tion class in preparation for getting back 
into teaching. Although | thought he had 
an abrasive, know-it-all personality, | had 
no reason to doubt his competency. Tak- 
ing me aside he said: ‘| know you can 
handle the surf, but I’m not so sure of Ro- 
sie. You buddy with Bob and I'll be her 
buddy.’’ We had watched Bob march 
down to the waterline all geared up three 
times and return three times without get- 
ting more than his ankles wet. The 
thought flitted through my head that per- 
haps this, as well as attractive Rosie's 
single status, might have influenced 
Ted’s choice of a buddy. He had, how- 
ever, watched me on my three class 
dives and | didn’t think he'd tell me | 
could handle the conditions if | couldn't. 
| doubted Bob would make it the fourth 
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time, but I'd have Rosie and Ted as bud- 
dies anyway. 

Finally the four of us were ready. | was 
still apprehensive as | turned my back to 
the sea and started in. We had waited for 
a lull of sorts, but it wasn’t much of one. 
In my basic class | had been taught to go 
through waves and jump off boats with 
my snorkel in mouth so as not to waste 
air; it never occurred to me to do other- 
wise on this occasion. 

The next few minutes were pure hell. 
The force of the first wave that hit me was 
shocking. And, heavily geared up, | 
couldn't dive under it as | had when body 
surfing. The first wave was followed by 
others in rapid succession. They dumped 
water in my snorkel and knocked my 
mask loose so it filled with water. The wa- 
ter splashing in my nose and eyes was in- 
tolerable. As soon as | could, | pulled the 
mask down off my face. However, since 
the snorkel was no longer oriented prop- 
erly, | now got more water through it than 
air. It took me awhile to realize why. 

| don’t know how | made it, but | did. 
Eventually, though exhausted, | was be- 
yond the surfline. | knew | should inflate 
my vest and rest, but my lips refused to 
form a seal around the tiny inflator hose. 
(My instructor had told us not to use BCs 
with these.) Neutrally buoyant, | had trou- 
ble keeping my head above water. 

| wasn’t too alarmed at first because | 
knew | had at least two buddies nearby 
who could help me. When | recovered a 
bit, | looked for them. They weren't out in 
front of me as | expected. Instead, the 
two men were on the beach, minus tanks 
and weightbelts. They were watching a 
head bobbing just offshore. It was Rosie 
and. she was on her way back in. When 
| realized | was out in the ocean all by my- 
self | became terrified. Equally terrifying 
was the thought of going back through 
the surf. Luckily, | was too tired to panic. 
| watched Rosie’s progress. Eventually 
she was close enough for the two men to 
wade out and drag her to safety. 

Then they turned their attention to me. 
| gave them the distress signal but all they 
did was wave for me to come in. The truth 
was hard to accept: The only person who 
could save me was me. 

There were two things that gave me 
hope. One was the sight of Rosie being 
helped to shore. The second was remem- 
bering | had a full tank of air and a regula- 
tor with which to breathe it. The first 
breath of air from the second stage also 
brought sand. | couldn’t get my mask to 
seal properly so | left it around my neck. 
| closed my eyes, sucked deeply on my 


regulator and kicked blindly for shore. 

Getting through the surf the first time 
had been very difficult and the second 
time was was no easier. In fact, it was 
worse, because | knew just how awful it 
was going to be. Only the mental picture 
of Rosie being rescued got me through 
the surf. After a long time, | felt solid 
ground under me. | was too tired to do 
anything but breathe as the waves 
pushed me ashore. Lying face down, in 
inches of water, | awaited my rescuers. 

Bob got to me first. Before he could do 
anything Ted yelled, ‘‘Don't help her— 
she’s got to learn she can do it herself.”’ 
If ’'d had any strength, | would have 
laughed. As it was, all | could manage 
was mental laughter. |’ve made it all this 
way, | thought, and |’m going to die here 
on the beach because Ted won't let any- 
one help me and | can't help myself. 

While Ted and Bob argued over me, 
the diver who had decided not to go in, 
and who had been enjoying a picnic on 
the beach instead, ran down and pulled 
me out of the surf. 

The lessons | learned from this experi- 
ence were many. One, | realized endan- 
gering my life because | didn't want the 
$13 I'd spent renting gear to go to waste 
was insane. Two, my own assessment of 
my abilities was far more accurate than 
anyone else's. |.wasn’t sure | could han- 
die the surf and believing Ted when he 
told me | could was equally insane. 
Three, | learned a tremendous respect for 
the ocean. So much respect, in fact, that 
my knees turned to jelly for years after- 
ward whenever | confronted surf more 
than six inches high. Four, | decided to 
think for myself and not just blindly follow 
all the rules and guidelines I'd been 
taught in basic class. Conserving air so 
you Can increase bottom time is second- 
ary to safety. Now | never go through surf 
or off a boat without my regulator in my 
mouth. Sand can’t get in it that way and 
its always there when | need it. Five, 
don’t use outdated gear. My first equip- 
ment purchases were a regulator and a 
BC with a power inflator. | never again 
wanted to be unable to inflate my vest. 
Six, “When in doubt, don't,’ became the 
way | handled questionable diving condi- 
tions, and | still do, today. 

Perhaps you are wondering what hap- 
pened to Ted. Club officers were out- 
raged that he encouraged three novice 
divers to enter the water in eight foot surf. 
They found his refusal to help me on the 
beach incomprehensible. After they 
talked to him he dropped from sight. | 
have not heard of him since. >#

Qantas Expands Service For Divers

antas, Australia’s international air- 

line, has recently added more flights 
between the U.S. and Australia. The air- 
line operates a fleet of 747 jumbo jets 
that are now serving three major U.S. cit- 
ies; Honolulu, Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco, plus Vancouver, Canada. 

The recently announced expansion 
plan for 1986 is especially good news for 
divers since the added flights will make 
travel more convenient. Of significance 
are the new flights from Honolulu non- 
stop to Cairns—the new and growing div- 
ing capital of the Queensland Coast. 

Qantas is now flying non-stop flights 
every day of the week from San Francis- 
co to Sydney. This particular service de- 
parts at 9:00 pm in the evening and flies 
trans-Pacific with a brief stop in Honolulu. 
Flying time is 15 hours and 30 minutes. 

From Sydney, divers can arrange con- 
necting flights on Ansett Airlines or Trans- 
Australian Airlines to such northern cities 
as Gladstone (Heron Island), Townsville, 
and Cairns. 

San Francisco passengers can also 
switch flights at Honolulu and fly direct to 
Cairns. Also, an optional stopover in 
Honolulu can be arranged. 

Qantas has increased its service from 
Los Angeles to six flights per week. Three 
of the flights from Los Angeles are non- 
stop to Sydney on the new Qantas 747 
SP jumbos. This service departs at 11:00 
pm in the evening and the flying time is 
14 hours and 40 minutes. The other three 
flights are routed from Los Angeles to 
sydney via Papeete, Tahiti. Departure 
time is 9:00 pm and actual flying time is 
16 hours and 10 minutes. Optional sto- 
povers in Tahiti can be arranged. 

Honolulu is regarded as the cross- 
roads for Qantas trans-Pacific flights. 
There are several flights daily coming in 
from Los Angeles and Vancouver—and 
traveling westward to Sydney, Fiji and 
Cairns.

MONTANA DIVER HOOKED 

Scuba diver Rod Johnson of Great 
Falls, Montana was diving in Holter Lake 
recently when he was accidentally 
hooked by a fisherman. Dragged to the 
surface by the fisherman, who must have 
thought he caught ‘‘the big one,’ John- 
son had to be treated for decompression 
sickness, brought on by his unavoidably 
rapid ascent. 

Johnson, who was not wearing a div- 
ers knife, was collecting lost fishing lures 
with his brother in the lake when the 
event occured. In the dark water and low 
visibility at 55 feet, he thought he had 
been bitten by something when he was 
hooked on the leg. Then his facemask 
and regulator were pulled from his 
mouth. While being dragged toward the 
surface feet first, he was able to put both 
back in place. When he reached down to 
find what was biting his leg, his hand was 
also hooked and pinned to his leg. At the 
surface, Johnson's brother helped keep 
him afloat while removing the hooks. 

Within 30 minutes of the incident, John- 
son began showing symptoms of the 
bends. At Columbus Emergency Hospital 
in Great Falls he was diagnosed as hav- 
ing the bends and was transferred by 
medical evacuation jet to Virginia Mason 
Hospital in Seattle, where he was treated 
in a hyperbaric chamber. >»

At 134 pounds, the Nova 124 is one of 
the lightest boats in its class, yet its pay- 
load is 1,340 pounds. One reason for the 
light weight is an unusual floorboard de- 
sign. There are five boards in all. The two 
in front are wood, to provide the flexibility 
needed over the keel. The three main 
boards are made from separate open U- 
channel aluminum pieces, screwed into a 
siderail. This provides light weight com- 
bined with rigidity. Whether this arrange- 
ment will hold up as well as conventional 
aluminum floorboards only time will tell. 

The Nova’s design components are 
well integrated to result in a boat with 
good handling characteristics. Long tail 
cones project well beyond the transom to 
keep the nose down in rough seas. In a 
turn, the inside tube digs in for stability, 
aided by a small trim tab on the bottom 
that provides a little extra drag. Proper in- 
flation pressure is important to maintain 
good handling. Without a full 3.4 psi, the 
floorboards can twist at high speeds or in 
heavy chop. The hard keel is necessary 
to support the floor and to keep the bot- 
tom material stretched tightly in the deep- 
V configuration. 

Valves are Delrin plastic, a design ap- 
proved for use by the French Navy. The 
entire valve body can unscrew for quick 
deflation or replacement. Threads within 
the tube are Teflon coated aluminum, so 
they cannot be stripped by a careless 
owner forcing the valve body back in. In- 
flation is by means of a plastic hand 
pump, which can double as a bilge pump

Aside from the material, the Sport 90X 
has several unique features. The outlet 
valve can be adjusted to vent air from the 
suit automatically. Thus, as you surface 
or swim into shallower water, excess air 
is purged from the suit. 

The power inflator valve is different 
than that found on most drysuits. Instead 
of being round, the fitting is square. One 
edge is a valve that, when pressed, in- 
flates the suit.

chunks as if cut by the pirates to make 
equal shares; and some 1,000 broken 
pieces of gold jewelry, a few with little 
holes through them as if the pirates pur- 
posely strung them for necklaces. 

A most remarkable discovery was that 
the blow holes in the sand were carpeted 
with gold dust—little gold nuggets, which 
they brought up, mixed with bottom sand, 
by the plastic-bag full. They also recov- 
ered an encrusted broad sword, with a 
hole at the end where a pirate apparently 
fitted a gold coin; a flintlock musket in 
fairly good condition with the early 18th 
century manufacturer’s mark on it; a two 
inch gold snuff spoon; brass and pewter 
clothing clasps; a set of interlocking pew- 
ter weights; a gold mariner’s sundial; sil- 
ver buttons; a pewter mortar jar with the 
letter W scratched into the bottom of it; 
and hundreds of musket balls and shot, 
plus some 55 millimeter shells—the Army 
used Marconi Beach as a firing range. 
One of the encrusted cannons (they have 
located 29) was lifted from the depths 
and brought into Provincetown, but as it 
was being lowered from the Vast Explor- 
er into a truck at dockside, Matt Costa of 
Provincetown, one of the claimants north 
of Clifford’s claim, got into an argument 
with Barry over the cannon. The incident 
came close to being an all out donny- 
brook, ending up in a court battle. Clif- 
ford’s find, thus far valued at about $6 
million, is just the tip of the iceberg. 

In October 1985, Clifford and crew re- 
covered the ship's bell. Two feet high and 
two feet in diameter, the brass bell is in- 
scribed: ‘‘The Whydah Gally 1716."’ They 
also recovered five more cannons and a 
huge concretion of some sort. 

Barry Clifford is,.of course, pleased 
and at times, jubilant that his years of re- 
search, modern search techniques and 
tenacity have paid off—handsomely, with 
prospects of much more to come. He 
doesn’t consider his on-going expedition 
a treasure hunt, however, but a careful 
archaeological dig. He has hired nautical 
archaeologist Warren Riess, with four as- 
sistant archaeologists, to oversee, re- 
cord, carefully excavate and properly 
preserve all items brought up from the 
Whydah site. ‘‘After all,’’ says the 39 year 
old Clifford, with pride in his voice, ‘‘this 
is the only pirate treasure ever found un- 
derwater and my duty is to preserve and 
protect it and someday display it properly 
to the public as an important and colorful 
part of American history.”’ =

The 1983 season was disappointing to 
Clifford and McClung. The mailboxes un- 
covered only a few iron fittings, a 40 foot 
by 16 foot side of a sunken vessel, which 
wasn’t the Whydah, and a twisted rudder 
strap, which may or may not have been 
from the pirate ship. Another disappoint- 
ment was that other salvagers found 
items to the north and south of Clifford’s 
claim and were also allowed permits for 
further excavation by the Board of Under- 
water Archaeology, with but a 400 yard 
buffer zone between claims. 

In his journal, Cyprian Southback had 
written, ‘‘the wreck is spread over a four 
mile area.’’ They were words that now 
haunted Clifford, and although he was 
searching where Southback had marked 
the X on his map, he fears that the treas- 
ure and main part of the wreck might be 
in one of the adjoining claims. 

The other claimants had obviously 
been spurred on by Clifford’s premature 
announcement to the press and television 
media that he had found the Whydah, 
when all he had found at that point was 
the pipe stem, broken pottery and a rusty 
nail. The claimants to the south of him, 
led by Charles Sheldon and William 
Crockett of Brewster, under the corporate 
name of Old Blue Fishing Company, had 
come before the state board with pieces 
of pottery, more old nails, musket shot 
and a cannon ball. They were granted a 
one square mile area permit to excavate 
further. To the north is the Provincetown 
Ocean Marine Diving Company, led by 
William Daniels and Matt Costa, who ob- 
tained their one square mile search per- 
mit by showing the board items they had 
found in that area including a button, an 
oak rib, a ship gudgeon and breast hook, 
a silver piece of eight and a Spanish gold 
piece dated 1713. 

When the 1984 season opened, as one 
news reporter commented, ‘‘It looks like 
a three-ring circus is opening up off the 
coast of Wellfleet,’ but by August of last 
year, there was no doubt as to who 
caught the golden ring. 

Barry Clifford had permission from the 
archaeologists on the state board to blow 
15 holes in the ocean bottom. On exam- 
ining the fifth hole, while NBC news was 
aboard Vast Explorer filming, the divers 
exploded from the depths, cheering. 
“Cannons, a broad sword, coins, musket 
balls, cannon balls and more coins.’’ 
shouted Rob McClung. ‘‘Well,’’ said Bar- 
ry Clifford, a smirk creasing his lips, *‘l 
guess we ve got ourselves a pirate ship!”’ 

From late August through October of 
1984, Clifford’s ten man diving crew re- 
covered more than 3,300 silver coins, 
mostly Spanish pieces of eight in near 
perfect condition, plus silver coins of the 
Netherlands, France and England, all dat- 
ed from 1638 to 1715. One half dollar 
sized Spanish coin, dated 1653, has 
been valued by an expert at $40,000. Al- 
SO recovered are a few Spanish golden 
doubloons; gold bars, some of them in

Barry Clifford claimed a two square mile 
underwater area, which he wanted to ex- 
cavate in hopes of finding the Whydah. 
The 12 year old Massachusetts Underwa- 
ter Archaeology and Treasure Trove Act 
allows a person to claim underwater land 
up to three miles out to sea if he has al- 
ready found articles more than 100 years 
old or valued at over $5,000 in that area. 
Clifford's artifacts were deemed by ar- 
chaeologists on the State Board to be 
well over 100 years old and he was given 
a permit to begin searching. Under the 
Massachusetts law, the finder of under- 
water treasure and artifacts gets 75 per- 
cent of its value and the state gets the re- 
maining 25 percent. 

Clifford went to his old college buddy 
Rob McClung, who was then the chief of 
police at Aspen, Colorado, and told him 
about the Whydah. Rob gave up his po- 
lice work and helped Barry find a few in-

vestors to pay for start-up costs. Also in- 
volved were John F. Kenneay, ur., Tod 
Murphy and Bob Lazier. By the summer 
of 1983, the 70 foot work boat Vast Ex- 
plorer //, originally built for the U.S. Navy, 
was over the wreck site with Rob and 
Barry aboard. Attached to the stern of the 
Vast Explorer were two huge aluminum 
cylinders called mailboxes which, when 
lowered, diverted the power of the ship’s 
twin 240 horsepower diesel engines di- 
rectly downward, blowing away bottom 
sand and creating craters underwater. 
Divers explored the craters, hoping to 
find artifacts, treasure or both. 

The water is so rough off Cape Cod’s 
Tableland, that search time is restricted 
to late April through October. Even during 
the good diving season if a squall comes 
up the salvage vessel has to journey 
some 25 miles to the nearest port, Pro- 
vincetown, at the tip of Cape Cod. Next 
to Cape Hatteras, this is the roughest wa- 
ter along the Eastern Seaboard, especial- 
ly during a storm. 








ah. A few days later, the governor sent an 
armed sloop out of Boston in pursuit of 
Williams. On May 25, the Mary Anne was 
spotted in Vineyard Sound, heading 
south. She hasn't been seen since. 

The governor also sent his friend, Cyp- 
rian Southback, to Wellfleet to confiscate 
any and all treasure Cape Codders had 
picked up on the beach. Southback, with 
his small police force, searched many 
homes and barns within a 20 mile radius 
of the wreck site and did recover some of 
the pirate booty, hidden in local cellars 
and attics. He also got a boat through the 
surf on May 10 to visit the wreck site, but 
he could only peer into the murky water 
to guess how much treasure remained in 
the shallows—the ship was already bur- 
ied under sand. 

Over the centuries, many people, in- 
cluding myself, searched for the wreck of

the Whydah. Even famous naturalist Hen- 
ry David Thoreau, in the summer of 1863, 
was told by oysterman John Newcomb 
that the Whydah’s iron caboose (a large 
brick and iron stove used to cook meals 
for the slaves) could be seen sticking out 
of the water at dead-low tide—and Tho- 
reau went treasure hunting. Skin diving 
and beachcombing for weeks, he and his 
friend William DeCosta found 20 Spanish 
pieces of eight. 

It was here, also, that famous Italian 
physicist and Nobel Prize winner, Gugliel- 
mo Marconi spent years—but not looking 
for Whydah treasure. Overlooking the 
wreck site, he sent the first wireless tele- 
graph radio message across the Atlantic 
to Europe. Thus, the Whydah’s graveyard 
is now called Marconi Beach. 

After a storm, Spanish pieces of eight 
are often found on Marconi Beach. Wil- 
liam Newman found 12 of them after a 
storm in 1983, all dated pre 1717, one 
dated 1663. Richard Hart of Brewster 
found another one that year. 

Appearing before the Massachusetts 
Board of Underwater Archaeology on 
February 25, 1983, with the artifacts he 
had found in the shallows off the beach,

day behind the Whydah. The Mary Ann, 
carrying a cargo of wine from Dublin to 
New York, was pirated by Bellamy. Her 
captain, Andrew Crumpstey and seven of 
her crew, were brought aboard the 
Whydah along with several casks of 
wine—the wine possibly being the cause 
of the downfall of Bellamy and his crew. 
Bellamy then had seven of his pirates join 
three of the Irish crew aboard the Mary 
Ann with pirate Tom Baker in command. 

With night falling and a storm brewing, 
Baker hung lanterns from the masthead 
of the Mary Ann and with the Whydah fol- 
lowing, headed in toward Cape Cod. Ow- 
ing to rolling swells, stinging salt spray 
and the effects of wine, the captain, the 
helmsman and the lookout on the Whya- 
ah lost sight of the Mary Ann. Then came 
the awesome boom of breakers smash- 
ing against the 100 foot high sand cliffs 
of Wellfleet. The 200 ton Whydah, over- 
burdened with cannons, crewmen and 
contraband, slid across one sandbar and 
hit another. Her keel was twisted and 
crushed on the sandy bottom. The Whya- 
ah quivered helplessly, rolled and turned 
bottom up, spewing her cargo, cannons 
and crew into the raging surf, only a few 
hundred yards offshore. Of the 100 pi- 
rates flung ashore, 98 died. Only two 
managed to claw their way up the sand 
cliff—Cape Cod Indian John Julian, a 
helmsman, and Welch carpenter Tom 
Davis. Both had been forced into piracy. 
Bellamy’s body was never found. 

Eight miles down the beach at Orleans, 
the pirates and crew aboard the Mary 
Ann were having their own problems. The 
wine ship hit a sandbar, too, and slid onto 
Pocket Island. The seven pirates and 
three Irish crewmen were saved, along 
with a barrel of wine, by fishermen the 
next morning. Later that day, the surviv- 
ing pirates were captured by the sheriff 
and carted off to Boston. 

At Wellfleet, splintered wood, timbers, 
tattered sails, battered bodies and bits of 
treasure covered the beach. Hundreds of 
Cape Codders began picking through the 
debris, pocketing silver and gold coins. 
The surf pounded the beach for days af- 
ter the shipwreck. Although there was no 
way to get through the surf to the wreck 
site, a portion of the wreck could be seen 
protruding from the water, some 500 
yards offshore. 

On April 29, 1717, three days after the 
Whydah sank, Colonel Buffet of Cape 
Cod wrote to Massachusetts Governor 
Samuel Shute that, ““A sloop was at an- 
chor near the shipwreck, but next morn- 
ing sailed off with 18 men onboard her 
and a small boat that they had taken on 
the craft with four men."’ This was prob- 
ably pirate Paul Williams and his crew, 
but one wonders if the four men in the 
boat were part of his Mary Anne crew, or 
four additional survivors from the Whya- 


























work. Captain Prince surrendered his 
vessel without a fight. 

Sam Bellamy was so pleased with this 
seaworthy vessel and her timid captain 
that he transferred Captain Prince and his 
crew to the Sultana, allowing them to 
continue on to England and he took com- 
mand of the Whydah. He first, of course, 
placed all the gold, silver and jewels he 
had plundered over the previous months 
into the hold and transferred seven of the 
Sultana’s cannons to the Whydah. In ad- 
dition to 200,000 pounds of silver (mostly 
Spanish pieces of eight) and a lesser 
quantity of gold bars and doubloons, he 
stashed 180 50 pound bags of treasure, 
a bag for each pirate, below decks. Also, 
as reported at the Boston court trials by 
Tom Davis, a carpenter who was on 
board, ‘‘Bellamy hid a chest of enough 
precious jewels between decks to ran- 
som a princess.” 


Now, with a crew of 142 men, some of 
them, like Tom Davis forced to join the pi- 
rates because of their expertise as car- 
penters or helmsmen, Bellamy sailed the 
Whydah up the East Coast of America. 
Paul Williams, with a crew of about 36 
men, followed the Whydah in the sloop 
Mary Anne. Lebous and his crew decided 
to stay in the Caribbean. After pirating a 
few more merchant vessels off Virginia 
and the Carolinas, Bellamy took another 
off Rhode Island, allowing her angry Cap- 
tain Beers to drift off in a rowboat as Bel- 
lamy preached to him from the poop 
deck of the Whydah on the true meaning 
of democracy. Beers landed hours later 
at Block Island. 

Three days later, about 60 miles off 
Nantucket Island, the Whydah encoun- 
tered another little merchant vessel, the 
Mary Ann, not to be confused with Wil- 
liams’ sloop Mary Anne, that had fallen a

ever lived. He began his career as a mer- 
chant seaman out of the west of England, 
making many trips to New England ports. 
At Cape Cod he befriended Paul Wil- 
liams. Bellamy and Williams set off for the 
Caribbean to go treasure hunting. Not 
lucky enough to find buried or sunken 
loot in the West Indies, Sam and Paul 
turned to piracy, joining the crew of Louis 
Lebous. After taking a few small fishing 
boats and merchantmen as prizes, Bella- 
my led an attack on the sloop Postillion. 
Once she was captured, Lebous agreed 
to allow Bellamy to command her. 
Bellamy was now a pirate chief. He let 
his hair grow, grew a full black beard and 
was nicknamed Black Sam by his crew.

In the autumn and winter of 1716-1717, 
Bellamy and his pirate crew took many 
more richer prizes—‘‘possibly some 50 
vessels.’’ Among them was the Mary 
Anne, which Paul Williams then com- 
manded, and the galley Sultana, which 
Bellamy confiscated as his flagship, turn- 
ing over the Postillion to Lebous. 

It was while sailing off Point O’Pines, 
Cuba in these three vessels on February 
20, 1717, that the pirates spotted the 
sleek English galley Whydah. She was a 
slaver of 23 guns that had dropped off 
her African slaves in Jamaica and was 
heading back to England with a cargo of 
indigo, gold dust and elephant tusks. The 
three pirate vessels, flying British flags, 
followed her for three days, then closed 
in for the attack. Whydah captain Law- 
rence Prince fired three cannons, but he 
was too late, Bellamy’s boarding parties 
were alongside, ready to do their bloody

the microfilm files of libraries. On micro- 
film in the Boston Public Library he read 
a small book written in 1717. Authored by 
Cotton Mather, the leading Boston minis- 
ter of that period, it was entitled, A Brief 
Relation of Remarkables in the Ship- 
wreck of Above One Hundred Pirates, 
Who Were Cast Away in the Ship Whido, 





on the Coast of New England, April 26, 
1717. \tis a small book but it revealed ap- 
proximately where the ship sank and how 
much treasure she carried. Barry also un- 
covered part of the Boston Court tran- 
script of the nine pirates who survived 
and a detailed report on the subsequent 
execution of six of them. His most impor- 


tant research find, however, was the jour- 
nal of Captain Cyprian Southback, a map 
maker and surveyor. He was sent to 
Cape Cod by the governor of Massachu- 
setts soon after the pirate ship wrecked. 
In his journal, Southback drew a map of 
the cape and conveniently marked an X 
where the Whydah went down. 

Clifford’s probing also uncovered 
some conflicting stories: One book writ- 
ten in the 19th century mentioned that the 
people of Cape Cod had confiscated the 
bulk of the treasure soon after the ship 
sank into the shallows and one museum 
curator told him the Whydah was a myth 
and that the story of pirate Black Bellamy 
was only a Cape Cod legend with no ba- 
sis in fact. 

Barry's in-depth research convinced 
him that the Whydah and her treasure 
were still there, buried deep in the sand 
under 15 feet of water. The surviving pi- 
rates revealed the value of the treasure at 
their trials—gold, gold dust, silver coins, 
jewelry and elephant tusks worth more 
than $4 million. With inflation over 266 
years and the increase in coin values, the 
treasure could be worth as much as $400 
million today. 

During his research, Barry became ob- 
sessed with the swashbuckling Black 
Sam Bellamy. Although never acquiring 
the fame of his peers, Blackbeard and 
Captain Kidd, he did match them in for- 
tune and was possibly the most demo- 
cratic and benevolent pirate captain who

Dig Reveals Pirate 
Treasure Ship 
Only 200 Yards 
Off Cape Cod

salvage quest for pirate gold or a his- 

torical dig for archaeological arti- 
facts—it’s been called both. Either way, 
the discovery of the pirate ship Whydah 
off the Massachusetts coast is proving to 
be a rich find. 

The gold, silver, cannons and pirate ar- 
tifacts started coming up August 1984 but 
the leader of the Whydah expedition, Bar- 
ry Clifford of Orleans, Massachusetts, 
kept his finds a secret until November 
1984. Exactly one year earlier he an- 
nounced he had found remains of the

ship. While scuba diving only 200 yards 
off the high sandy cliffs of Wellfleet at 
Cape Cod, in 15 feet of water, Clifford 
found a clay pipe stem, a handmade nail 
and two pieces of 18th century pottery. 
This was Barry’s happy day, for even 
though the articles he found were of little 
value, he knew that buried deep under 
the sand were the remains of the pirate 
ship and the treasure she carried. 

He had been searching for the Whydah 
on and off for some ten years, snooping 
into the research rooms of museums and

tridium senile. Here on San Miguel it can 
grow to a foot in length and four inches 
across. The red abalone (Haliotis rufe- 
scens), found elsewhere in Southern Cal- 
ifornia waters, seems larger and more 
plentiful on San Miguel. A dive on most 
rocky reefs will produce an ample supply 
for a future seafood extravaganza. For 
the underwater photographer, the area is 
one of the best for close-up work. Nudi- 
branchs, strawberry anemones and small 
featherduster worms abound. A diver 
may have to push one out of the way to 
get a solitary shot of another. 

Wilson Rock is one of the best areas 
for photography. This rocky peak off Si- 
monton Cove has many caves and 
ledges that serve as a sanctuary for the 
most delicate of creatures. 

On the sandy bottom of Simonton 
Cove, spearfisherpersons can often bag 
a halibut or two, provided the winds and 
currents cooperate. 

On windy days one can move from the 
outer region into the Prince Island area of 
Cuyler Harbor for a calmer diving experi- 
ence. Here photographers can swim 
along the reefs close to the rocky shore- 
line and photograph some of its inhabit- 
ants in a more peaceful setting. The 
game hunter can find halibut on the 
sandy floor of the large bay. 

Exploring San Miguel Island can be a 
unique experience for divers, birdwatch- 
ers, biologists and photographers alike. 
In March of 1980, President Carter 
signed into law a bill establishing the 
Channel Islands National Park. This in-

cludes one mile offshore each of the is- 
lands. This protective action will hopefully 
preserve the uniqueness of San Miguel 
Island for future generations.

NATURE STUDY CENTER 
The Nature Study Center, in Zihuatane- 
jo, Mexico offers learning adventures that 
could get you academic and/or tax cred- 
its as well as a deep, dark suntan. The 
Nature Study Center occupies a palm- 
studded peninsula at the seaward end of 
Las Gatas Beach in the bay of Zihuatane- 
jo. There are no roads, no phones and 














called caliche, of what it once was. 

Whatever the answers to this island's 
riddles, they only add to the elusive mys- 
tique of one of the least-visited of the 
Channel Islands. ; 

San Miguel is 23 miles southeast of 
Point Conception and is 7.6 miles in 
length. It receives some of the most vio- 
lent weather and deflected coastal cur- 
rents of any of the islands. 

Discouraged by the extreme condi- 
tions, few people visit San Miguel, mak- 
ing it one of the most pristine habitats of 
the island chain. Cruising along the 
shoreline, One can see sea elephants, 
California sea lions, harbor seals, Stellar 
sea lions, northern fur seals and Guada- 
lupe seals. Five species breed on the is- 


land, making it the most diversified seal 


rookery in the world. In the springtime, 
sea lions arrive by the thousands and by 
June most of the pups are born. Breeding 
continues throughout the summer and the 
beaches are vacant by October. 
Approaching Prince Island, off Cuyler 
Harbor, a visitor encounters another bio- 
logical phenomenon unique to San Mi- 
guel, a variety of nesting sea birds. The 
Channel Islands are a haven for sea 
birds, but San Miguel is the center and 
about 60 percent nest here. High on the 
rocky face of this small islet, Cassins auk- 
lets, cormorants, storm petrels and pi- 
geon guillemots abound. Their precari- 
ous nests are constantly challenged by

The unique life of San Miguel is not re- 
stricted to land and air. Divers can en- 
counter a myriad of sea life, including the 
presence of northern species. Because 
of San Miguel's geographic position, the 
island receives some of the cold water

currents deflecting off Point Conception 
from the north. These bring with them a 
number of hearty northern visitors that 
survive in transitional San Miguel waters. 

One of the most obvious animals likely 
to be encountered, even in shallow wa-

| ied had moved in during the night and 
still lay heavy on the early morning 
hours. The men were somewhat elated 
because it would give some relief to the 
never-ending wind that had howled about 
them for days. The fog and calmness al- 
so seemed appropriate for the task that 
lay ahead. 

A small boat was brought alongside 





and the long wooden box was readied for 
transfer. The ship’s company stood at at- 
tention and gave a final salute as their 
captain and fellow adventurer was loaa- 
ed aboard the small craft. Ten men took 
their positions in the boat and slowly 
made their way into the fog and to the fi- 
nal resting place of Juan Rodriguez Ca- 
brillo. Cabrillo was interred on the island 


later to be known as San Miguel, the 
western most California Channel Island. 

The final resting place of that intrepid 
sea captain is still a mystery today and 
there are those who believe he was not 
buried on San Miguel at all—and instead 
lies somewhere on Santa Rosa Island to 
the east. Others contend that Prince ls- 
land, just off Cuyler Harbor, was his final 
resting place. In 1937, a Portuguese civic 
group placed a monument to Juan Rodri- 
guez Cabrillo atop a knoll overlooking 
Cuyler Harbor—a likely burial place. 

Over the ensuing years other riddles of 
San Miguel have come to light. One has 
to do with fossil finds in the early 1900s. 
During that time, specimens were found 
indicating that a dwarf mammoth lived on 
several of the Northern Channel Islands, 
including San Miguel. A recent scientific 
study has revealed evidence that early 
man may have co-existed with these gla- 
cial age remnants more than 40,000 
years ago. 

Another riddle—this one answered— 
concerns the strange, ghost-like forest 
found on San Miguel. These eerie shapes 
give one the impression of visiting an 
alien world and confronting the remnants 
of extraterrestrial life. But, in fact, they are 
the results of calcium carbonate sand 
blowing onto the surface of vegetation. 
The plant’s organic acids react with the 
sand to form a cement coating. When the 
plant dies and decays, it leaves a casting,

feet. Toward the end of the dive, as we 
approached the area beneath the bridge, 
we encountered an unusual phenome- 
non.

We 
watched the crabs darting back and 
forth, the fish swimming among the rocks 
and, at a depth of ten feet, we could see 
people standing on the shore.

Many of these experiences raced 
through my mind as my wife and | contin- 
ued our visit with our subsea friends. As 
morning filtered through the depths, the 
night dwellers moved to their daylight 
abodes. Blackfish, bergalls and sea scul- 
pins began their daily routines. Sadly, our 
tanks were getting low and we had to end 
our dive. On the walk back to the car, we 
observed fishermen trying to catch the 
fish we had just visited. 

Content with the views afforded us by 
the excellent subsea scenery, we show- 
ered, changed and had breakfast at an 
open air seaside restaurant. Here, we 
watched the surface world begin its daily 
routine. How many people are fortunate 
enough to watch two distinctly different 
worlds begin a new day?

D ateline Manila: After years 

of slowly dawning awareness, 
American divers are now discovering 
the diving of the Philippines, There 
is stilla great deal of confusion about 
where the greatest reefs really are.

View for its central location on the island 
and its position close to a special dive 
site displaying this volcanic connection. 
This latter used to be called Shark Alley, 
which gives you an idea of the wildness 
of the site. Today, it is called Mary’s 
Place after the wife of a local divemaster. 
| believe it is the best single dive site in 
the Bay Islands. Imagine a huge megaton 
section of the wall that has cracked and 
split away from the shelf under unimagin- 
able tectonic stress. The proportions are 
gigantic and it is possible to consider the 
volcanic energies that created these is- 
lands when you view Mary’s Place in an 
expected 80-125 feet of visibility. 

The main crack can be entered from a 
shallow or deep end—a vertical fissure 
that narrows and widens as you meander 
through. Halfway into the system, a sec- 
ondary crack intersects at a right angle to 
the big channel, forming an alternate 
route exiting at a steep slope and a final 
wall. The crevice walls are sheer, even 
undercut in places; it's as though you are 
diving inside a volcano. At the wide end, 
the walls are decorated with a variety of 
rope, vase and finger sponges painted in 
hot colors. At the narrow end are sprigs 
of black coral, deepwater seafans and la- 
cy bryozoans. 

The diving program is evaluated and 
adjusted according to the experience lev- 
el and wishes of the group. Before the re- 
sort opened, very little was known about 
this section of U/W Roatan. Every month 
new sites are being discovered and de- 
veloped by CoCo View divemasters. 

Another exclusive is CoCo View's 
compressor equipped, live-aboard dive 
boat.

freshwater showers further attest to the 
diver support concept. 

There are normally two single tank boat 
dives per day. The shore diving is unlim- 
ited and that says alot because this is 
way above average shore diving. In front 
of the cay, within easy swimming dis- 
tance (marked with surface buoys and 
undersea markers), is a fantastic ship- 
wreck (in the channel mouth) and more 
than a mile and one-half of continuous 
unbroken wall diving. The drop-off starts 
in some places from an unbelievable 15 
foot depth and drops vertically or under- 
cuts to a sloping bottom at 80-100 feet. 

The shipwreck is a calculated surprise. 
The 140 foot Prince Albert was originally 
a 1979 Nicaraguan refugee boat. Several 
years later the derelict vessel was sunk 
intentionally by the resort, with the help of 
locals, in French Harbor. Today, looking 
like a Hollywood movie set, she rests up- 
right in 65 feet of water just 20 feet below 
the surface. Photographers will love to 
set up shots with divers swimming above 
the deck and through the superstructure 
and main holds. Night diving on the 
wreck and reefs from the shore is routine. 

CoCo View's coral formations are var- 
ied and extensive. Sixty-two of the 65 list- 
ed species of Caribbean stony corals can 
be located on these reefs. The shallows 
support elkhorn, staghorn, star, brain, pil- 
lar and leaf corals interspersed among 
seawhips and fans. Schools of blue 
tangs, creole wrasse and Bermuda 
chubs patrol the mid-reefs. Since the wall 
starts so shallow, it is easy to find a varie- 
ty of sponges and black corals. Dive sites 
that are recommended include: Doc’s 
Dive, a series of tunnels, crevices and 
chimneys; and Two Tall, Two Small, a se- 
ries of various sized tunnels and caverns. 
It is, in fact, the crevices and fissures cut 
through these massive reefs that make 
CoCo View diving so interesting and ex- 
citing. The spur and groove system that 
is an appropriate description for most 
Caribbean reef formations is very well- 
developed in the Bay Islands. Found par- 
ticularly at the mouths of bays and at the 
entrances to channels, a groove may be 
100 yards or more wide, creating dramat- 





ic inside drop-offs perpendicular to the 
main wall. Elsewhere, the grooves often 
form narrow slits in the mountainous 
reefs, inviting exploration into transverses 
that are sometimes grown over by living 
corals forming vertical and horizontal 
caverns and tunnels. 

In some areas it is possible to see the 
volcanic influences on the formation of 
the islands intertwined with the spectacu- 
lar, more recent coral growth. The pur- 
pose of my last visit was to produce un- 
derwater and topside photographs for a 
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PIONEER & COMPANY. 216 Haddon Ave., Westmont, NJ 08108 (In NJ—609-854-2424) 
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just beginning to become a viable indus- 
try in the Caribbean and Peter Hughes 
was invited down to test the feasibility of 
establishing a dive operation at the Fla- 
mingo Beach Hotel. With the help of his 
wife, Alice, Peter installed a hand-me- 
down 8 cfm compressor, a 15 foot out- 
board powered Boston Whaler and 15 
used and abused steel tanks. This was 
Dive Bonaire, circa 1975. 

The evolution from these primitive be- 
ginnings to the world class resort dive 
destination of today has, of course, been 
gradual. The quality and consistency of 
the dive experience brought back repeat 
business and word-of-mouth endorse- 
ments. Profits were plowed back into im- 
proved dive equipment, increased staff 
and, by 1978, another 40 waterfront 
rooms. During these early years it was a 
hands-on collaboration between the Wig- 
gins and the Hughes that has matured. 

The older steel tanks were replaced by 
new aluminum 80s, the old compressor 
was succeeded by massive 50 cfm diesel 
units and the venerable Boston Whaler 
gave way to custom dive boats. Peter 
Hughes was one of the first Caribbean 
dive operators to recognize the fascina- 
tion of his clientele with underwater pho- 
tography and to establish a resort photo 
center to cater to that special interest. By 
the early 1980s, Wally and Joyce Wig- 
gins built yet another 43 rooms, bringing 
the total guest accommodations to 110 
double rooms with two restaurants, a 
freshwater swimming pool, a new dive 
shop and improved docks, and a bou- 
tique operated by Alice Hughes. 

Boats were added according to de- 
mand. Tri-hull flattops were the fleet flag- 
ships for many years. While they proved 
spacious, stable and well-suited to the 
prevailing flat-calm Bonaire sea condi- 
tion, the deep-V diesel dive boats were 
added to provide greater safety, reliabil- 
ity, comfort and most importantly, range. 
Most of the dive sites are within minutes 
of the Dive Bonaire docks, either along 
the Bonaire coastline or just off Klein 
Bonaire. However, there are alSo superi- 
or dive sites around the northwest point 
of the island, in the area of the Washing- 
ton/Slagbaai National Park, and to the 
south of the island, including the wreck of 
the Hilma Hooker and Salt Pier. 

Today the dive boat.fleet includes two 
flattops; one 31 foot deep-V outboard for 
small, special interest groups; one 31 
foot diesel vessel that often serves as the 
photo boat and is also rigged for sport- 
fishing; and four deluxe, custom built, 36 
foot deep-V diesel powered vessels. The 
newest additions to the Sun Fleet are two 
unique boats integrating the stability and 
room of the flattop with the speed and ef- 
ficiency of the monohull... Custom de- 
signed by Peter Hughes and powered by 
twin diesels capable of cruising at 18 
knots, these boats will provide an even 


greater range of dive sites and comfort to 
the visiting diver. 

Today’s Flamingo Beach Hotel has sig- 
nificantly increased in sophistication. In 
July of 1981 Divi Hotels purchased the 
property and Wally Wiggins ultimately be- 
came president and chief executive offi- 
cer of the corporation. Joyce Wiggins be- 
came the finance coordinator and their 
son Scott assumed the role of director of 
marketing. Divi includes not only the Fla- 
mingo Beach property, but six other ho- 
tels, two time-share developments, two 
casinos, several restaurants and an en- 


provide custom underwater video tapes 
and stock videos on underwater Bonaire; 
Cibachrome prints; color negative devel- 
oping and contact print service; and PADI 
or NAUI certified underwater photo spe- 
cialty courses. Jerry Schnabel and Susan 
Swygert are the resident photo pros. 
Divers visiting the Flamingo Beach Ho- 
tel today can expect comfortable, air- 
conditioned accommodations in a tasteful 
Spanish-styled waterfront complex. They 
can expect a reasonably diverse menu 
and good quality food from the restau- 
rants on the premises and additional fine 
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tertainment and shopping complex in 
Aruba. Peter Hughes Diving Inc. has now 
merged with Divi Hotels and Peter has 
been retained as a vice president in the 
marine sports division. As such, he has 
the responsibility for dive operations not 
only at the Flamingo Beach, but also in 
Curacao, Cayman Brac and Barbados. 
Alice Hughes operates boutiques at most 
of the Divi hotels and, of course, works 
closely in collaboration with Peter. 

The Flamingo Beach Hotel now in- 
cludes a casino—touted as the world’s 
first barefoot casino in allusion to the ca- 
sual atmosphere—another 40 suites in 
the Club Flamingo development available 
either as interval ownership units or hotel 
rooms; a second swimming pool; and 
even a second dive shop, Dive Bonaire Il. 
Dana Vied and Mike Conbel directly over- 
see each dive shop and Harry Ward co- 
ordinates both operations as a single en- 
tity. Dive Bonaire Il, like Dive Bonaire |, is 
at the waterfront with its own pier and air 
fill station. Three 50 cfm compressors 
keep up with the demand for air created 
by the unlimited diving programs. A new 
conference center has been built over- 
looking the sea to augment the educa- 
tional programs held at the resort. 

Photo Bonaire has similarly expanded 
into a new, more central location. There 
are light tables, a classroom, a new E-6 
sink line capable of processing up to 30 
rolls of film in a single run; services to 








dining at several restaurants in nearby 
Kralendijk. There is evening entertain- 
ment available in the form of casino gam- 
bling; satellite television in the casino 
lounge; slide shows and video presenta- 
tions by the Photo Bonaire staff; boat 
dives six nights a week; and unlimited ac- 
cess to Calabas Reef just off the hotel. 
The boats depart promptly at 9:00 am 
and 2:00 pm, and are generally limited to 
no more than 20 divers (often carrying 
even fewer). The diver can choose the 
site from a daily selection of six or more. 
All tanks are loaded on the boats by the 
Dive Bonaire staff. The dive sites for the 
most part are within a short boat ride 
from the hotel, but more remote sites are 
scheduled several times each week as 
well. The sea conditions are likely to be 
ideal for boat diving and there is little 
competition for the sites from other boats. 
Visibility ranges from good to excellent 
and the water is warm. The photographic 
potential is impressive, as are the serv- 
ices available for the underwater photog- 
rapher. For a dive vacation of consistent, 
predictable quality, the collaboration of 
the Flamingo Beach Hotel and Dive Bon- 
aire is a top choice.

Sor’ 30 miles off the northeast coast 
of Venezuela, Bonaire lies far below 
the hurricane belt and has perhaps the 
most consistently fine diving conditions in 
the Caribbean. Even if the trade winds 
bluster, as is common in the winter, the 
mass of the island provides a sheltered 
lee for spectacular dive sites. Calm seas, 
excellent visibility and magnificent coral 
reefs with abundant fish life are Bonaire's 
blessings. However, it is the enterprise of 
man that has built the island into one of 
the major dive destinations of the Carib- 
bean. The symbiosis of Peter Hughes 
dive operations and the Flamingo Beach 
Hotel is an example of that enterprise. 
The story began just ten years ago. 
Wally and Joyce Wiggins purchased a 27 
room hotel on the site of the present Fla- 
mingo Beach complex. Accommodations 
were austere but the location was spec- 
tacular. Just to the south of the island's 
main community, Kralendijk, and just to 
the north of the airport, the Flamingo 
Beach Hotel occupies a beautiful stretch 
of waterfront property. Scuba diving was 














saw fellow divers flying by spread-eagle. 
The 150 foot visibility made it easy to fol- 
low the comical movements of the other 
divers. | stared at the colorful, healthy soft 
and hard coral reef before me. | was 
amazed by the astonishing varieties of 
tropical fish and the clouds of purple 
queenfish, relatives of the Red Sea gold 
Anthias. All the while, the rays, turtles and 
sharks were idling almost motionless 
against the current, apparently enjoying 
the spectacle we humans created. 

Although we were sailing in the middle 
of the ocean, the large, plush Jodi Anne 
made us feel as if we were at an elegant 
land resort. Like all La Mer’s boats in the 
Brave New World, the Jodi Anne is fully 
air-conditioned and offers double cabins 
with private showers. Her friendly crew 
includes an experienced divemaster fa- 
miliar with the local waters. Groups are 
limited to 10, so each guest receives indi- 
vidual attention. 

During this trip, Dr. Clark, who spotted 
a thresher shark and perhaps a dozen 
new species of tilefish, characterized the 
Rowley Shoals as richer than Ras-Mu- 
hammed in the Red Sea. Like Ras-Mu-

hammed, Rowley Shoals features dra- 
matic drop-offs to hundreds of feet. Dr. 
Clark will return to Rowley Shoals in Au- 
gust, leading a La Mer expedition. David 
Doubilet will follow with a photography 
program in September. 

My spirits were high when | headed 
next to Fiji on my own. | had been there 
10 years before and my memories of this 
ethnically mixed tropical paradise were 
happy ones. Apart from the friendly peo- 
ple, the main attraction is the superb div- 
ing, enhanced by the modern dive sup- 
port facilities. La Mer recommends a trip 
exclusively to Fiji or at least a side visit for 
those traveling in the Brave New World. 

In Fiji, | found a top-notch, land-based 
operation, Dive Taveuni, run by Rick and 
Do Camick. | also traveled in style aboard 
the sumptuous 72 foot Mollie Dean and 
visited Great Astrolabe Reef. On this pri- 
vate yacht | was pampered with gourmet 
meals cooked by her own chef and 
served on china at a mahogany table. 
The Mollie Dean is equipped especially 


for diving and features an air bank sys- 
tem and a dual compressor that allow for 
unlimited diving. When it’s time to come 
up for a breather, there is plenty of stor- 
age room for cameras, lenses and film. 

En route to Great Astrolabe, six hours 
south from Suva, we stopped at the 
mighty seamount of Thakau-Lekaleka, 
only recently discovered. On one dive 
there | was Surrounded by scores of tuna, 
barracuda, trevallie, kingfisn and jacks. 
On another dive, | saw the wall blaze as 
if on fire, covered by a trillion crimson soft 
coral polyps and seafans opened by the 
caressing motion of the gentle current. 
One hundred twenty miles farther east of 
Great Astrolabe is Navatu atoll. Like other 
remote areas, its beauty is unspoiled. | 
was so occupied photographing Nava- 
tu’s crustaceans and invertebrates on 
this dive that my buddy had to grab my 
shoulder and point out a truly majestic 
sight in the open water—30 eagle rays 
gliding by in perfect formation. 

My wetsuit had plenty of time to dry out 
in Papua New Guinea. With water tem- 
peratures of 84 to 90°F, | joyfully shed 
my second skin and plunged into the 


What intrigues me most about Papua 
New Guinea is its contrasts. | used the 
most modern in diving services and 
equipment there and found world-class, 
land-based operations in Madang, Ra- 
baul and Walandi. Yet the country was 
primitive in So many other ways. As | trav- 
eled | saw friendly dark-skinned natives, 
bare-breasted or bare-footed, some with 
intricate facial tattoos and carrying 
spears. They traveled on foot alongside 
their stylish compatriots in European 
dress, who were driving Mercedes and 
Toyotas. During my trip, | took a break 
from diving to visit the villages along the 
famous Sepik River. There | traveled by 
a four-wheel drive vehicle to villages 
where | met natives living just as their an- 
cestors had hundreds of years ago. 

When | went underwater and saw New 
Guinea with my fish-eye’s view, | knew | 
had timed this trip perfectly. In Madang at 
Magic Passage, | found a favorite play- 
ground for a group of manta rays ranging 
from 12-20 feet from wing-tip to wing-tip. 
On three consecutive days, always at the 
same hour, four of them played and 
leaped at the surface while | admired

pastel splendor. Diving without a wetsuit 
in a place filled with lush and rare sea life 
is a luxury not found in the Caribbean or 
the Sea of Cortez. Freedom, at last! 

| felt at home immediately in Papua 
New Guinea. My first sight there was my 
friends Bob and Diana Halstead, experi- 
enced dive operators, who greeted me 
warmly at the airport at Port Moresby. 
Australian-born Bob is a world-renowned 
photographer and his New Guinean wife 
Diana is an extraordinary cook. Always 
on the move, the Halsteads have the 
country’s only live-aboard dive boat, the 
newly built 65 foot Te/ita. Designed by an 
Australian naval architect and built in 
New Guinea especially for diving, she will 
be launched this month. La Mer and the 
Halsteads will celebrate the Telita’s maid- 
en voyage in July with Dr. Eugenie Clark, 
exploring the atolls of Hermit and Manus 
in the Bismark Sea off Madang. The /Jelita 
will rotate every three months around the 
bounty of New Guinea so our guests may 
enjoy the best weather and locations.

Ree July | departed on a three month 
Journey, experiencing Western Aus- 
tralia, Fiji and Papua New Guinea. | re- 
turned with first-hand knowledge of what 
| call the Brave New World. 

From San Francisco, | headed west to 
sydney, Australia. Until now Sydney has 
been La Mer’s window to Australian div- 
ing, the springboard along the country’s 
well-traveled east coast for adventures at 
the Great Barrier Reef and Coral Sea. But 
my best sources told me that Australia’s 
superior offerings are on the continent's 
sparsely populated west coast, which is 
virtually unknown as a diving location. 
Filled with wanderlust and excitement, | 
joined the La Mer group and we set out 
for the isolated Rowley Shoals atolls. 

Pristine diving spots are generally off 
the beaten path and Rowley Shoals is no 
exception. From Sydney, we flew five 
hours west with Qantas to cosmopolitan 
Perth. Along with me on this unprece- 
dented expedition were a group of nine 
from the U.S., including Dr. Eugenie 


Clark. Each of the divers on this trip was 
a former La Mer guest; some have been 
traveling with us for the past eight years. 
From Perth we boarded an Ansett Airlines 
plane and flew 1,600 miles north to 
Broome, a picturesque fishing village. 
There we boarded our private motor sail- 
er, the 70 foot Jodi Anne, and with great 
expectations, cruised 170 miles west to 
the edge of the Australian continental 
shelf in the Indian Ocean. Once at the 
atoll, we began exploring its reefs— 
Clerke, Mermaid and Imperieuse. 

What first drew me to the Rowley 
Shoals were reports of tides rising to 30 
feet and producing currents of six to eight 
knots. Some mornings during the spring 
tide the Jodie Anne positioned herself 
just outside of the atoll’s single entrance. 
From there we jumped into the swift cur- 
rent, which would carry us for one mile in- 
to the safety of the lagoon. It was such a 
rollercoaster ride that we had to position 
ourselves with the current so it didn’t 
whip us around. As | oriented myself, |

chaeological survey at Port Royal, Roa- 
tan. He was investigating, among others, 
a shipwreck that was suspected to be 
pre-Columbian. (Columbus has tradition- 
ally been credited as the first European to 
reach these islands—in 1502.) With this 
experience, and the fact he ‘‘has always 
been a student of marine biology and 
oceanography,’ he has earned the nick- 
name of ‘‘Doc.’’ An endless source of in- 
formation on marine life, decompression 
physiology, local weather, island history 
and dive sites, Doc gives the most com- 
plete preparatory dive briefings |’ve wit- 
nessed in the Caribbean. 

CoCo View is one-third resort, one- 
third diving and one-third atmosphere. It 
all adds up to a warm, unpretentious, 
Straightforward approach to divers and 
desired support services. It is, without 
question, a resort run by divers for divers 
and a place where you feel like you're 
visiting old friends shortly after arrival. 
since its opening in 1982, nearly 2,000 
divers have stayed here and not one sin- 
gle day of diving has been missed. 

The social center of the resort is the 
main building, which houses the office, 
gift shop, restaurant, kitchen, bar, brief- 
ing room, recreational area and library. 
The one-story building is screened and 
open to the trade winds, with an excellent 
view of the surrounding sea. Further ven- 
tilation is provided by overhead fans. 

All dive packages include three meals 
a day. The food is a pleasant combination 
of ‘‘down home’”’ and island cuisine. The 
quality and quantity are excellent and the 
desert specialties accent the flavor. Self- 
serve iced tea is always available and 
coffee is served after meals. The CoCo 
View bar has the reputation for enhanc- 
ing sunsets at happy hour and amplifying 
fish stories after dinner. 

The two, two-story guest houses have 
16 rooms that are clean and comfortable’ 
with private baths and hot showers. Elec- 
tricity is 120 volt, simplifying strobe and 
light recharging. 

The main dive boat, Miss Pat, is a no- 
nonsense, 3/7 foot Egg Harbor with twin 
diesels, platform, ladders and removable 
tank racks. There is plenty of storage for 
32 divers, the maximum number the re- 
sort can host. Miss Pat’s 22 knot speed 
allows her to reach any of the more than 
30 dive sites within 5-20 minutes. There 
are oxygen, first aid and medical supplies 
on board. (Radawski Is the island coordi- 
nator for a diver rescue program.) There 
are 130 tanks available and the majority 
are aluminum 80s kept filled by a big 
Bauer K-14 and a 15 cfm backup. There 
is a large wet storage area in the shop. 
On the dock, oversized washbins and

he CoCo View Resort on Roatan in 
the Bay Islands of Honduras is a 
perfect example of the new search for 
the old Caribbean—the one still unde- 


veloped and relatively undiscovered— 


shrouded for the present by compara- 
tive isolation and lack of commercial 


attention. And, in addition to world 


class diving, Roatan and the sister 
Bay Islands are incredibly beautiful, 
with cool green foliage, graceful 
palms, secluded beaches and warm, 
crystal clear lagoons. 

There will be several minutes when 
the scenery looks positively primitive, 
even pre-historic; a land of imagined 
leather-winged birds and thick-bodied 
reptiles. Suddenly, it-will dawn on you 
that you will be without benefit (or nuil- 
sance) of telephone, TV, frantic free- 
ways, crowds of tourists or shopping 
centers. This is a place to charge your 
own personal batteries and dive to 
your heart’s content—a place where 
“the only limits on your diving are the 
dive tables and your own endurance.’ 

That and other memorable gems of 
CoCo View psychology come from 
conversations with owner-managers 
Bill and Evelyn Evans and diving di- 
rector Jim (Doc) Radawski. 

Bill Evans is a pleasant, bearded 
gentleman who has lived a life of ad- 
venture. He is a pilot who has logged 
8,500 commercial hours, 6,500 is- 
land-hopping the Caribbean in DC-3s. 
Five years ago, Bill and his wife Eve- 
lyn cruised by Roatan in their sailboat; 
eight months later, they moved here 
permanently. A short time afterward, 
they purchased the shells of three 
main buildings and the sandy cay that 
was destined to become the CoCo 
View Resort. Today, Bill’s role is to 
continue to be the giue between imag- 
ination and reality, providing leader- 
ship to the entire crew.

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ten turn into tunnels. There are many iri- 
descent, azure vase, brown tube and red 
finger sponges. 

’ Brigg’s Reef is 250 yards offshore a 
house owned by a man named Brigg. It 
is 20 feet to the top of the elkhorn coral 
reef and 40 feet to the bottom of the can- 
yons. The reef has winding coral chan- 
nels running seaward from shore. 

Wind Sock is an excellent spot for elk- 
horn coral formations, staghorn beds and 
tall pillar corals. Diving depths range from 
25 to 50 feet. There are a lot of small reef 
fish at this location. 

Off the north shore of Cayman Brac, 
Duppy’s Reef is a popular beach dive, 
but it can be dived from a boat. Diving 
depths range from 25 to 40 feet. 

Radar Reef can be dived from shore 
or by boat. Diving depths range from 30 
to 60 feet. There are several types of an- 
gelfish living here. The Prince Frederick 
is off the south shore, about a 45 minute 
boat ride from the hotel. The wreck lies in 
20 to 25 feet of water and is broken in 
sections. The scattered remains of this 
once great sailing ship lie hidden under 
an immense forest of elkhorn coral.

DIVE SITES/LITTLE CAYMAN 

Lying off the south shore of Little Cay- 
man in about 50 feet of water is the totally 
intact shipwreck, the Soto Trader. |t is a 
small island freighter that sits upright on 
the bottom. 

Little Cayman Wall is on the north 
side of the island, two miles east of the 
western tip. The wall is less than one mile 
long and starts in 20 feet of water, drop- 
ping vertically to 700 feet or more. The 
fish appear to be extremely tame on this 
reef and include grouper, squirrelfish, 
parrotfish, jacks, chubs and barracudas. 

One of the best known dive sites on Lit- 
tle Cayman is Bloody Bay Wall. This be- 
gins at a depth of 20 feet and drops verti- 
cally to 1,000 feet. The face of the wall is 


absolutely sheer and actually undercuts 
in some places. Along the face of this 
drop-off divers will encounter an extraor- 
dinary variety of colorful sponges. 

There is one section along Bloody Bay 
that is known as Three Fathom Wall. 
Here the lip of the drop-off rises to within 
18 feet of the surface. There is a fairly 
well defined crevice that cuts into the 
face of the wall at this lovely sea garden 
of coral fans, sponges and other beautiful 
marine life. 

Another excellent wall dive site at Little 
Cayman is a spot known as Jackson 
Point. This drop-off is entirely different 
and features great coral canyons, high 
coral heads and many caves. The site is 
loaded with reef fish. >

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DIVE SITES/CAYMAN BRAC 

Off the south shore and one mile east 
of the Tiara Beach Hotel is a shailow dive 
known as Condo. This reef has unusually 
large elkhorn coral. In some places it 
rises from the 40 foot bottom to within 10 
feet of the surface. The coral is fairly 
thick, thus there is a maze of tunnels and 
passageways beneath the branches. 

Anchor Site is an exciting wall dive 
that begins at 65 feet. The main feature of 
this site is a giant iron anchor caught in | 
a crevice 95 feet back from the face of 
the wall. The anchor is nine feet tall and 
seven feet across the flukes and is esti- 
mated to be 100 yards old. This is con- 
sidered to be one of the most remarkable 
dive sites at Cayman Brac. 

The Hobbit is an enchanting drop-off 
featuring a number of bizarre looking 
sponges. There is a giant double basket 
sponge that sits on the edge of the drop- 
off at 70 feet. It is at least six feet tall and 
over eight feet wide.

A Budget System Licensee 
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One of the more popular dives of the 
East End is Tunnel of Love. It is west of 
the Cayman Diving Lodge. This reef fea- 
tures a long tunnel that runs from the top 
of the reef to the outer face of the wall. 
The tunnel starts at 60 feet and slopes 
downward to 125 feet where it exits on 
the vertical face of the drop-off. 

River of Sand is another drop-off, 
near the Tunnel of Love. The top of the 
reef is at 45 feet, where a giant sand 
chute slants downward on a 45 degree 
angle and narrows into a funnel-shaped 
canyon only 10 feet wide at the 100 foot 
level. At this point it spills over a lip and 
out onto the vertical face of a drop-off. 

The Maze is just east of the Cayman 
Diving Lodge and takes only five minutes 
to reach by boat. This site was named for 
its intricate series of intertwining coral 
canyons, which are very narrow and fair- 
ly deep. Some canyons are 60 to 80 feet 
tall with vertical walls lined with black cor- 
al, sponges and gorgonians. Large ani- 
mals are usually sighted here including 
turtles, sharks, stingrays and groupers. 

Lying directly off the Tortuga Club, Cin- 
derella’s Castle features many tunnels 
and ravines in which to wander. Great 
stands of elkhorn coral formations pro- 
vide underwater photographers with 
great angles. This area ranges in depth 
from 25 to 60 feet. 


CAYMAN BRAC/LITTLE 
CAYMAN 

The Sister Islands of Cayman Brac and 
Little Cayman lie 70 to 80 miles northeast 
of Grand Cayman. They are part of the 
same geologic formation, just a couple of 
mountain peaks away. The two are al- 
most twins, very similar in size and 
shape. 

Cayman Brac is sort of a string-bean 
shaped island 12 miles long and one mile 
wide. The west end of the island is flat 
and almost at sea level, while the east 
end rises to a 100 foot high limestone 
bluff, which falls away into the ocean. The 
resident population of Cayman Brac is 
approximately 1,800 people. The pace is 
really laid-back and the island folks are 
expecially friendly. 

Littie Cayman is even smaller, measur- 
ing nine miles long and one mile wide. It 
is completely flat, with several areas oc- 
cupied by salt ponds and mangroves. 
The island is a perfect sanctuary for birds 
and other fragile forms of wildlife. This 
outpost in the Caribbean has a resident 
population of only 30 people. 

Until recently, things were pretty slow 
on Cayman Brac and Little Cayman, but 
all this has changed. The advent of an ex- 
tended jet runway on Cayman Brac has

coral ravines with sandy canyon floors. 
The tops of the high coral cliffs are cov- 
ered with staghorn coral beds. 

Tarpon Alley is an exciting site where 
a school of more than 100 giant tarpon 
reside in a narrow coral canyon at the top 
of the wall. Divers can swim through the 
canyon, almost touching the tarpon as © 
they weave back and forth. 

Valley of the Rays is a large flat 
sandy area adjacent to Tarpon Alley 
where dozens of giant stingrays rest on 
the sand bottom. Divers who move slowly 
and carefully can usually get within a few 
feet of the rays without disturbing them. 

Grand Canyon is a breathtaking coral 
wall that almost defies description. Two 
giant coral ramparts jut outward from the 
vertical wall with a gaping chasm of clear 
blue water in between. It is about 150 feet 
from one rampart to the other and the rim 
of the wall curves sharply inward, forming 
a U-shaped indentation. The site was 
named for this configuration. The tops of 
the two coral buttresses are at 70 feet 
and their sides form vertical walls that 
plunge straight down. This dive site is 
loaded with the biggest black coral trees 
on Grand Cayman. 

No Name Wall is straight out from 
Rum Point Channel, at the eastern end of 
North Sound. The top of the drop-off be- 
gins in 55 feet of water with a sharply 
sloping wail. The upper edge is uniquely 
marked by a series of four parallel coral 
ravines. One of the main attractions of No 
Name is an unusually large crimson red 
sponge growing from the vertical face of 
the drop-off. 

Doughnut Hole is an appropriately 
named coral formation that sits in the 
sand at 45 feet just off Cayman Kai Re- 
sort. This spot makes an interesting shal- 
low reef dive after a wall excursion. 

Neptune’s Gallery is a really fascinat- 
ing wall dive east of Cayman Kai. This 
site starts as a chimney in the top of the 
reef that leads to a very narrow and deep 
coral crevice, which eventually spills out 
onto the wall at 120 feet. 
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EAST END AREA 

lron Shore Gardens is a spectacular 
forest of elkhorn coral in 50 feet of water 
a short distance east of the Cayman Div- 
ing Lodge. 

Lost Wally is an impressive wail dive 
in 70 feet that features an absolutely giant 
green and yellow tube sponge. The face 
of this wall is painted with red encrusting 
sponges and a myriad of other colorful 
formations. 

Three Sisters is a favoriie dive at East 
End. The Three Sisters are three pinna- 
cles not more than 50 yards apart, right 
on the edge of the drop-off that begins in 
50 to 60 feet of water. They are about 70 
feet in diameter and almost 90 feet tall. 
The pinnacles have bright red sponges 
growing on their sides. 
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iunnels, crevices ard erence | the real 
_ thrill of this dive is the arch. The interior 
is beautifully adorned with all types of col- 
orful sponge formations. A row of black 
gorgonian fans lines the outer rim. Some 
of these are four feet tall. Visibility at Big 


Tunnel frequently exceeds 125 feet and 


sometimes reaches 175. 

Probably the best known wall dive off 
Grand Cayman is Trinity Caves. This is 
comprised of four long narrow coral can- 
yons starting in about 60 feet and sloping 
gradually downward to 100 feet where 
they spill out over the edge of the wall. At 
the entrance to most of the tunnels there 





is a 60 foot deep sandy area where 
southern stingrays are often seen. 

Trinity Caves is also popular because 
of the black coral that grows along the 
walls and floor of the passageways and 
on the outside face of the drop-offs. Also 
along the outside face are giant basket 
sponges and barrel sponges. 

About one-half mile south of Trinity 
Caves is a dive site known as Sand 
Chute. It starts in 60 feet of water, where 
you discover a 300 foot wide river of 
sand that slopes gradually to the edge of 
the drop-off. The white sand slope looks 
like a snow ski run with mountains of cor- 
al formations bordering the sides. These 
formations are at least 100 feet long and 
rise almost vertically to 60 feet. 

The most unique feature of Sand Chute 
is the monstrous barrel sponge that 
grows from the south wall at about 100 
feet. This is one of the largest barrel

sponges in the Caribbean, measuring 
nine feet tall by six feet in diameter. 
Spanish Anchor is a shallow dive, 
used as a second morning dive. The reef 
lies in 50 feet of water and was named for 
an old anchor (believed to be Spanish) 
embedded in the coral. There are a lot of 
tame fish on this reef, including several 
species of angelfish. Adjacent to Spanish 
Anchor is Aquarium, another shallow 
dive, about 45 to 50 feet deep. Here, the 
fish are so tame you almost have to push 
them away from your .facemask. They 
have been well cared for by visiting div- 
ers and eagerly await gifts of food. Hand- 
outs are gratefully accepted by queen an- 


gels, gray angels, hogfish, butterflyfish —

The Oro Verde lies in 50 feet of water 


about one-quarter mile off the beach of — 


Le Club Cayman. Deliberately sunk in 


1980, this shipwreck is one of the most | 


popular dives in Cayman. The 184 foot 
ship lies on her starboard side, complete- 
ly intact, and has become a refuge for all 
types of marine life. Schools of yellowtail 
snapper and sergeant majors swarm 
around divers. French angelfish ap- 
proach without fear. 

Royal Palms Ledge lies off the Royal 
Palms Hotel in 35 to 55 feet of water. The 
top has tightly clustered coral heads pro- 


viding protection for small fish. The un-— 


derside of the ledge curves sharply back, 


going down to a sandy channel at 55 / 


feet. The dive is best known for the abun- 
dance of tiny invertebrates that cling to 
the walls of the ledge. 


Hepp’s Pipeline is off the neHiwest 


shore, directly out from the Turtle Farm. 

The reef has a strangely shaped undercut 
coral ledge 30 to 65 feet down. The ledge 
runs parallel to the shore for hundreds of 
yards and contains many fascinating 
sponges. There is one huge formation

l- you think all wall dives are pretty 
much the same, you are mistaken. On 
Cayman the drop-off provides an infinite 
number of profile variations. There are 
vertical walls, sloping walls, undercut 
walls, great coral canyons, massive pin- 
nacles, long coral tunnels, vertical chim- 
neys and huge caverns. Each site has its 
own personality and even the marine 
growth is different. 

Most drop-offs are considered deep 
dives, with the upper edge of the wall be- 


ginning anywhere from 55 to 85 feet. 


There are even some that begin deeper 
but are limited to expert divers only. 

In addition to the drop-offs, Grand Cay- 
man offers an excellent variety of medium 
and shallow depth reef diving. These 
spots are closer to shore, with slightly 


less visibility, but often much more fish. 


life. In fact, most of the fish feeding sta- 
tions are on the shallow and medium 
depth reefs because this allows divers in- 
creased bottom time. 

Grand Cayman also has several good 
shipwrecks that are really fun to dive. The 
sunken hulks lie in shallow to medium 
depths and are loaded with fish and mac- 
ro creatures. They are excellent sites for 
underwater photography and many com- 
mercial movies have been shot here. 

Another aspect of Grand Cayman div- 
ing is the shore diving, available at 
least one dozen locations. Shore diving 
has grown in popularity and is encour- 
aged by a number of hotels and scuba 
schools. 

The diving around Grand Cayman can 
be basically divided into four separate 
geographic areas. Each of these is adja- 
cent to a certain group of hotels and dive 
operators that can provide convenient 
and quick accessibility. 

Beginning with the George Town area 
and moving counterclockwise around the 
island, the four geographic diving areas 
are as follows: 1) George Town; 2) Seven 
Mile Beach/West Bay; 3) North Wall; and 
4) East End. The following is a brief syn- 
opsis of the underwater attractions that 
can be found in each of these. 


GEORGE TOWN AREA 

Soto’s Reef is on the north side of 
George Town Harbour, directly offshore 
the Lobster Pot and Bob Soto’s Diving 
Headquarters. This is a very shallow dive, 
25 to 35 feet deep, with coral heads as 
shallow as six feet below the surface. It 
is a perfect dive for snorkelers. For scuba 


divers this reef offers many tunnels and 


coral chambers to explore. The caves of- 
ten contain small schools of baitfish. A 
late afternoon dive has a cathedral-like 
atmosphere as the sunlight streams 


nroven fall openings in the high, vault-

The remains of the 375 foot Balboa 


are scattered over several acres of 
George Town Harbour ocean bottom. 


Only 200 yards off the town pier, this site 


has played host to hundreds of thou- 
sands of divers over the past years.

ranging in depth from 15 to 35 feet. It is 
also an excellent night dive.

Sunset Reef is in front of the Sunset 
House Resort and accessible from shore. 
This shallow site is dived in the afternoon 
by those staying at the resort. It is good 
for macro photography and small fish. 

Waldo’s Reef is directly off South 
Cove. The depth here ranges from 30 to 
50 feet and the area is loaded with coral 
formations, fans and sponges. This reef 
is best known for the resident six foot 
green moray eel, Waldo. Other tame fish 
include a giant jewfish, a very large bar- 
racuda and several of Waldo’s relatives. 

Just south of South Cove is a rather in- 


teresting site named Armchair. In 60 to 


70 feet of water there is a giant, odd 
shaped sponge contoured like a big 
overstuffed armchair, hence the name. 


Eagle Ray Rock is a very beautiful. 











wall dive on the corner of the southwest 


point on the western side. This location 
got its name because there were so 


many sightings of eagle rays. 


Pinnacle Rock is a very unique spot, 
composed of a giant canyon and a sand 
chute that spills over the edge of the wall 
at 120 feet. Rising straight up from the 


~ center of the sand chute mouth is an im- 


mense coral pinnacle, 40 feet in diameter 
and more than 90 feet tall. It is completely 


covered with gorgonian fans, sponges 
and hard corals of every kind. 


Archway is a favorite shallow coral 
dive that consists of an interesting coral 


overhang in 45 feet of water. This spot is 


around the corner from George Town, on 
the south side of the island directly off the 
wreck of the Palace. 

Palace Wall is an impressive vertical 


wall lying further offshore from Archway. 


This drop-off begins at 80 feet and is well 
Known for its gorgonian fans and pinna- 


cle formations. 
Devil’s Grotto is just south of Eden WEST BAY/SEVEN MILE BEACH 
Rock and separated from it by a sand 
gully. This reef is similar to Eden Rock but 
features a very long tunnel that ones in- 


The north end of Seven Mile Beach is 
very popular and almost all of the dive 


operators run daily trips to this area. One 


of the favorites is Orange Canyon, so 


named because of its brilliant array of 


colorful orange elephant ear sponges. 


The best diving here is at 75 to 90 feet. 


A giant coral head sits on the edge of the 


wall with two ravines forming canyons on 
either side and trailing all the way back to 
60 feet of sand. Along both these ravines 
are many different sized orange sponges, 
engulfed in gorgonians and deepsea 
fans. 

Sentinel Rock is a unique pinnacle, 


_ jutting out into blue space at the top of the 
wall in 90 feet of water. It is an extremely 


photogenic drop-off with lovely tube 
sponges and giant gorgonian fans. 

Big Tunnel is an extremely impressive 
drop-off with a giant coral archway, the 


_ top of which is at 105 feet, the bottom at 
120 feet. While there are many smaller

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from 40 to 60 feet. Divers may find the At- 
lantis to be a great way for introducing 
their non-diving friends and family mem- 
bers to the marvels of the undersea 
world. 


DIVE OPERATORS 

The dive operators of the Cayman |s- 
lands {including Little Cayman and the 
Rrac) are regarded as the most progres- 
sive and safety conscious group in the 
Caribbean. They have continuously rein- 
vested their profits into better boats, up- 
graded equipment and improved serv- 
ices. Because of the large volume of div- 
ers who pass through Cayman, these 
dive operators have learned to be highly 
efficient, very courteous and extremely 
skilled in conducting dives. 

The majority of Cayman's dive opera- 
tors have formed an organization known 
as the Cayman Islands Watersports Op- 
erators Association. This association is 
dedicated to safety, education and con- 
servation of the marine environment. It 
has done a marvelous job of upgrading 
safety standards and training divemas- 
ters. Each dive boat carries a full comple- 
ment of emergency and safety equip- 
ment, including: oxygen supply, first aid 
kit, tilt board, VHF radio, dive tables, float 
line, dive flag and at least one flotation 
device for each person on board. Boats 
involved in night diving carry surface 
marker lights as well as underwater 
strobe flashers. 

Cayman divemasters are required to 
have training and certification as dive- 
masters, assistant instructors or instruc- 
tors. They also receive training in first aid, 
rescue and CPR. 

In addition to the great strides made in 
diving safety, the Watersports Associa- 
tion has spearheaded an effort for the de- 
velopment of marine parks. They have 
volunteered their services and contribut- 
ed money for the establishment of a se- 
ries of anchor moorings at popular dive 
sites, in an effort to prevent anchor dam- 
age to coral. 


DIVE SITES 


Grand Cayman offers the greatest se- 


lection of catalogued dive sites. Hun- 
dreds of different ones have been discov- 
ered, charted and photographed during 
this island's 25 year history of sport div- 
ing development. Names such as Trinity 
Caves and Orange Canyon are legendary 
among traveling divers. 

Many of the best sites are directly off 
the Seven Mile Beach area, 5 to 15 min- 
utes from shore. It is no accident that 
Grand Cayman’s hotels and condos are 
concentrated in this area, for Seven Mile 
Beach offers the calmest waters and 
some of the best visibility. It is not uncom- 
mon for the ocean surface to be flat like 
a mill pond and for visibility underwater to 
range 100 feet or more. In many spots, 
the wall is less than one-quarter mile off- 
shore.

Grand Cayman is the first island to of- 
fer such futuristic underwater sightseeing 
activities on a large scale. There are 
presently three submarines in service 
and possibly more to come. These have 
become big hits with both divers and 
non-divers alike. This trend may be the 
dawn of a whole new phase in underwa- 
ter enjoyment. 

The first company to hang out its sub- 
marine shingle was RSL—Résearch Sub- 
mersibles Limited. This small company 
offers a real high voltage experience, 
which is especially exciting for divers. 
Based at George Town Harbour (next to 
the Burger King), RSL operates two Perry 
Deep Submersibles, formerly used for 
oceanographic exploration. Each will car- 
ry up to two passengers, plus a pilot. 


| These small submersibles are the size 


and equivalent of an underwater sports 
car, but dont go as fast. What they do 
best is go deep. 

RSL is offering deep submersible dives 


| to 800 feet, along the face of Grand Cay- 


man’s vertical drop-off. Divers finally 
have an opportunity to go over the wall 


-and personally see what lies beyond the 
| 100 foot limit for safe scuba. The sub fol- 
| lows the vertical contour of the wall to a 


depth of 550 feet, where the contour 
abruptly changes to a 45 degree slope. 


| The sub continues down to a maximum of 


800 feet, where passengers have an op- 
portunity to observe the bizarre sights of 
many benthic creatures and corals. 

RSL schedules four dives daily for 
each submersible and is often booked in 
advance. Each dive lasts approximately 
one hour. Guests receive a personalized 


/}explanation of the sub’s functions 
throughout the dive, plus a highly infor- 


mative narrative on the marine life viewed 
through the sub’s 36 inch dome viewing 
port. 

The newest addition to Grand Cay- 
man’s burgeoning submarine fleet is the 
giant 28 passenger Atlantis. Designed 


/and built in Vancouver, Canada, this im- 


pressive submersible is the first of its kind 
in the world. It has been described by the 
inventor as a touring sub, constructed 
specifically for underwater sightseeing. 


The Atlantis is 50 feet long, weighs 50

lf you want to see something really 
strange, try a visit to Hell, in West Bay. It 
is a unique limestone rock formation that 
appears almost volcanic in nature. The 
sharp blackened spikes of eroded lime- 
stone are supposed to resemble the 
charred remains of ahell fire. Adjacent to 
this weird rock pit is a brand new govern- 
ment building known as the Hell Post Of- 
fice. It's a great place to mail your post- 
cards to friends and family back home: 
All mail sent from here is postmarked 
“Hell, Grand Cayman.”’ 

Not far from Hell is the Cayman Turtle 
Farm. It is right at the water's edge, just 
beyond West Bay. The farm has a fasci- 
nating self-guided tour that helps you be- 
come familiar with the history of turtles, 
their lifecycle and the farming operation 
itself. After viewing the exhibit, visitors 
are given a tour of the turtle ponds in 
which 10,000 live turtles are bred, fed 
and grown. The largest pond contains 
some giant, 300 pound creatures that are 
very old. Other holding tanks contain tur- 
tles of varying sizes and types, including 
several new crossbred species. There is 
also a gift shop on the premises that of- 
fers a variety of turtle mementos. 


Exploring Grand Cayman’s outer dis- 
tricts can be equally rewarding. If you 
have an interest in pirate history, | sug- 
gest a visit to the underground Pirates’ 
Caves just outside Bodden Town. These 
are a labyrinth of small caves and narrow 
tunnels near the ironshore coast. The is- 
landers claim early pirates hid their loot 
in these. 

Further east is Pedro’s Castle, a for- 
tress-style structure reputed to have been 
occupied by the infamous pirate Black- 
beard. It is on the south coast of the is- 
land and affords a panoramic view of the 
Caribbean Sea to the east, south and 
west. It was a perfect lookout point for 
18th century pirates. At the East End of 
the island there is an ironshore formation 


known as the Blow Hole. Ocean waves | 


roll into the seaward end of this chimney- 
like formation causing a geyser of water 
and spray to shoot upward almost 50 
feet. It is an awesome sight, especially 
during heavy wave action. 


How do you get around the island to 
see all these sights? One of the best 
ways is to take a ride on the Tropicana 
Tour Bus. You will see their bright yellow 
sightseeing vehicles tooling around town 
every day. This Caymanian company fea- 
tures air-conditioned buses with large 
viewing windows and live narration by an 
experienced guide. They offer daily pick 
up services at all hotels and even some 
of the condominiums. Tropicana oper- 
ates several different types of tours: a two 
hour, a four hour and an ail day trip: Take 
your pick. 

lf you would like to try something spe- 
cial, you might consider a North Sound 
boat trip. This is much like a picnic at sea;

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selection of restaurants. A quick look at 
the telephone directory will show listings 
for no less than 70 restaurants and fast 
food services—hard to believe for an is- 
land of only 18,000 residents! 

Much of Grand Cayman's current res- 
taurant boom is linked to the isiand’s 
growing tourism. More than 130,000 visi- 
tors vacation on this island annually and 
even more drop in by cruise ship. We 
have listed 30 of the most popular dining 
locations as a result of personal visits and 
interviews with other divers. You are wel- 
come to try any of the remaining 40 if you 
have the time! | 

Grand Cayman's magnificent collec- 
tion of restaurants can be segregated into 
a number of categories. The more formal 
restaurants, offering gourmet style dining, 
include: Le Diplomat (at the Grand Pavil- 
ion), Chez Jacques (at the Holiday Inn), 
Caribbean Club, Grand Old House, L’es- 
cargot and Spanish Cove. 

The mid-range restaurants, a little more 
casual, include: the Lobster Pot, Almond 
Tree, Sunset House, Dominique’s, DJ's 
Cafe, the Veranda Room (at Holiday Inn), 
Cayman Arms and Royal Palms Restau- 
rant. 

There are a growing number of spe- 
cialty restaurants that include: the Pago- 
da (Chinese), Crow’s Nest (seafood) 
Guido’s (pizza), Santiago's (Mexican), 
Periwinkle’s (Italian) and Edoardos Trat- 
toria (Italian). 

Another category is the fast food res- 
taurants, including: Burger King, 
McDonald’s, Kentucky Fried Chicken, 
Red Rooster and Coconut Place Deli. 

lf you would like to finish off the eve- 
ning meal with a special treat, we recom- 
mend a visit to the Haagen-Dazs Ice 
Cream Shop located at Coconut Place, 
next door to the Deli. They offer a 
scrumptious selection of ice cream sun- 
daes, banana splits and rich ice creams 
in more than a dozen flavors. 


EVENING ENTERTAINMENT 

While Grand Cayman may be no match 
for New York's Broadway, there is lively 
evening entertainment. This little island 
offers a surprising variety of evening 
spots for music, dancing and live stage 
entertainment. it is one of the reasons 
Grand Cayman has become so popular 
among young couples and those seeking 


| a social atmosphere. 


_ The best known night club on the is- 
land is the Wreck of the Ten Sails 
Lounge, directly off the lobby of the Holi- 
day Inn. The club holds about 200 people 
and serves drinks only. There is a live 
band playing every night of the week ex- 
cept Sundays. 

The main attraction at the Wreck of the 














fabulous Seven Mile Beach. They in- 
clude: Holiday Inn, Royal Palms, Coral 
Caymanian, Le Club Cayman and Beach 
Club Resort. Not only are they right on 
the beach, but they are also centrally lo- 
cated to the island's best restaurants, 
nightclubs and shopping areas. Three of 
these hotels have dive shops on the 
premises and all five of them offer the 
convenience of having the boats pull right 
up on the beach to load guests. 

The next category to consider is the 
waterside hotels, fronted by ironshore 
coral. This particular category is a favor- 
ite choice among serious divers. These 
hotels range in cost from economy to lux- 
ury. They include: Sunset House, South 
Cove and Spanish Cove. While none of 
these properties has an extensive sand 
beach, all of them have a living coral reef 
directly in front of the hotel. These in- 
shore reefs range from 20 to 50 feet in 
depth and are loaded with macro crea- 
tures and pet fish. All have diving serv- 
ices on the premises. 

There are two off-beach hotels that are 
both worthy of consideration, the Cay- 
man Islander and the Grand Pavilion. 
These are across the street from Seven 
Mile Beach. Both hotels offer cable televi- 
sion (via satellite dish) in the individual 
rooms, plus beach access. This is where 
the similarities end. The Grand Pavilion is 
a brand new 60 room executive class ho- 
tel that caters to business conventions, 


seminar groups and corporate officers. 
The Cayman Islander is a budget class 
motel style facility that caters to groups, 
individuals and business people. 

There are three hotels that do not fit 
any of the above categories. They can be 
best described as outbound hotels since 
they are at the East End and North Side 
of the island. Ron Kipp’s Cayman Diving 
Lodge and the Tortuga Club are both at 
the East End and offer direct access to 
Grand Cayman's ‘Great Barrier Reef.”’ 
Cayman Kai is on the North Side, right at 
the doorstep of the world renowned 
North Wall. All three hotels have diving 
services on the premises. These speciai- 
ized resorts offer a maximum of privacy 
and superb diving. 


CONDOS 

Vacationing at a condo Is an alternative 
choice to hotel accommodations and on 
Cayman it is a popular one. It is particu- 
larly desirable for large families or small 
groups. Condo units are available in one, 
two, three or four bedroom apartments. 
Some of these are lavishly furnished and 
afford a luxury-style vacation. Since most 
of the condo units are owned by people 
who visit the island once or twice a year, 
these accommodations are offered on a 
rental basis—by the day or week. 

The difference between condos and 
hotels is that condos do not have such 
normal hotel services as restaurants, 





cocktail lounges and watersports. Yet, 
condos are a popular choice among re- 
peat visitors. Once you know your way 
around the island, it is easy to rent a car, 
shop for groceries and get to the dive fa- 
cilities, restaurants and nightclubs. 

As with the hotels, Grand Cayman's 
condos can be separated into various 
categories. While space does not permit 
listing all of the properties, we can point 
out some of the more popular condo 
units for divers. : 

The beachfront condos include: Villas 
of the Galleon, Pan-Cayman House, Tam- 
arind Bay, Silver Sands, Sundowner, 
Coral Reef and Plantana. 

Waterside condos, fronted by coral 
ironshore include: Spanish Bay Villas, 
Dolphin Point and others. Off-beach con- 
dos would include: Cayman Falls, Am- 
bassadors Inn and Limetree Bay. Again, 
most of these facilities are connected 
with one of Grand Cayman's many dive 
operators. 

One more addition to the condo cate- 
gory is The Retreat, a new beachfront de- 
velopment on the North Wall, at Rum 
Point. This condo facility has a new dive 
shop on the premises, operated by Surf- 
side Watersports. 


DINING OUT

perior diving, steady growth and continu- 
al improvement. However, the last 12 
months have been an era of phenomenal 
change. 

Six months ago, the island opened a 
new ultra-modern $15 million airport ter- 
minal. Marked by innovative island archi- 
tecture, this new passenger terminal can 
accommodate up to five commercial jet 
airliners simultaneously. 

A new 60 room luxury hotel has just 
opened and five other existing hotels 
have just finished major renovations and 
expansion of guest facilities. New restau- 
rants are opening at the rate of one per 
month, broadening the selection of cui- 
sine and dining ambiance. 

The same sort of facility improvements 
and expansion has been going on among 
Grand Cayman’s diving resort operators. 
New dive boats have been added by a 
number of the major operators. Several 
have expanded their services by estab- 
lishing new satellite facilities at choice ho- 
tel and condominium locations.

While it is true that most responses to 
your question of ‘‘how much is my bill?” 
are answered in C.|. dollars, most restau- 
rants and stores will give on-the-spot 
translations of what that means to you in 
U.S. dollars. You need not worry about 
imposing on the cashiers, they are used 
to the question and happy to convert it in 
terms to which you can relate. 

To give you a reference point to work 
from in converting your money from U.S. 
dollars to C.|. dollars and vice-versa, we 
have prepared a Currency Exchange 
Rate chart. Please note that the conver- 
sions were based on the U.S. $1.25 = 
C.l. $1.00 rate. 


TELEPHONE & ELECTRIC 
The Cayman Islands have a modern 
automatic telephone system that enables 
visitors to call anywhere among the three 
islands or put through an international 
call to most anywhere in the world. There 
is direct dialing into Cayman from the 

U.S., Canada, the U.K. and Europe. 


When making a local call in the Cay- 


man Islands, a five digit number is used 
(such as 9-1234). From the U.S. you can 
direct dial any number in the Cayman |s- 
lands without going through an operator. 
The procedure is simple. You first dial 





809 (area code for Caribbean), then dial | 


94 (the routing code) and then dial the lo- 
cal Cayman five digit number. For exam- 
ple, to call Don Foster's Dive Cayman di- 
rect from the U.S., you would dial 1 (S09) 
949-7425, 

The Cayman Islands power system is 
completely compatible with the U.S. 
standard of electricity, 110 volt AC at 60 
cycles. Electrical converters and outlet 
adapters are not required. Charging ni- 
cad battery packs, strobes and movie 
lights can be easily accomplished right in 
your hotel room. In addition, visitors may 
use their favorite electric shavers, hair 


dryers and radios. 


WEATHER : 

The Cayman Islands offer some of the 
finest weather in the western hemisphere. 
Because they are sufficiently distant from 
the North American continent, these is- 
lands are not subjected to the normal tur- 
bulence of winter storm fronts. The sur- 
rounding Caribbean Sea is a stabilizing 
force that maintains an even and constant 


balmy climate. Winter temperatures 


range from 70 to 80°F. Summer temper- 
atures run from 80 to 90°F. It never - 
too hot or too cold. 


WHAT TO WEAR 
Packing for a trip to the Cayman ls- 
lands is relatively simple. Lightweight 
clothing is ideal. During the day, most vis- 


itors dress in casual shorts, sandals and 


either short sleeved shirts or T-shirts. In 
the evening, lightweight slacks and sport 
shirts are fine for men. Women wear light- 
weight slacks or summer dresses. A 
sport jacket is recommended for dining at 
some of the more formal restaurants on 












Grand Cayman. 


WATER CONDITIONS 

The water temperature in the Cayman 
islands is even more constant than the air 
temperature. Winter waters range from 
80 to 84°F; summer waters from 84 to 
86°F. Casual divers frequently wear little 
more than a [-shirt and swim trunks. 
However, more experienced divers usu- 
ally wear one-eighth inch full wetsuits be- 
cause of longer or more frequent 
submersions. The wetsuits also protect 
divers from fire coral, hydroids, jellyfish 
and fire sponges. 


BRITISH HERITAGE 

Fhe Cayman Islands have chosen to 
remain a British Crown Colony. Their gov- 
ernment is a democracy of elected repre- 
sentatives and appointed officials. The 
governor is appointed by Her Majesty, 
the Queen of England. 

There is no income tax, no property 
tax, no capital gains tax and no estate 
duties in the Cayman Islands. Govern- 
ment revenues are mostly derived from 
import duties, business licenses and 
work permit fees. There is a six percent 
tax on hotel rooms. 

International banking thrives in the 
Cayman Islands and there are strict se- 
crecy laws that permit depositors to re- 
main incognito. in addition, thousands of 
companies incorporate on Cayman be- 
cause there is no corporate tax. It is little 
wonder Cayman has become Known as 
the “Switzerland of the Caribbean.’

In most cases if 
you pay for something in U.S. dollars you 
are most likely to receive your change in 
C.|. dollars. 

Most of the business establishments in 
Cayman will quote you their prices for 
goods and services in C.|. dollars. C.l. 


stands for Cayman Islands and as with 
the U.S. system, one Cayman dollar is 
equal to 100 Cayman cents. 

The Cayman Islands paper notes are 
very colorful and display a portrait of 
Queen Elizabeth on the front and different 
pictures depicting local scenes on the 
back. The notes are issued in the follow- 
ing denominations: $1 (blue); $5 (green); 
$10 (red); $25 (brown & orange); $40 
(purple); and $100 (orange). Coins pres- 
ently in circulation are in 1, 5, 10 and 25 
cent denominations. 

U.S. dollars and Cayman dollars are 


not equal in value. According to an 
agreement of the International Monetary 
Fund, the exchange rate is fixed at C.l. 
$1.00 = U.S. $1.20. However, restau- 
rants and shops will convert at U.S. 
$1.25 in order to cover bank charges. If 
you expect to spend a large sum of mon- 
ey during your visit, it may be worth your 
time to stop in at one of the downtown 
banks to exchange your dollars at a more 
favorable rate. 

It also bears mentioning at this point 
that while most Cayman Hotels accept 
credit cards, there are many bars, restau-

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Cayman Airways also operates non- 
stop 727-200 jet flights from Houston to 
Grand Cayman four times weekly in the 
winter season. This flight service departs 
Houston early afternoons on Thursdays, 
Fridays, Saturdays and Sundays. The 


flight takes approximately two and one- 


half hours. lf you. are traveling from Cali- 
fornia, the Northwest or the Midwest, 
Houston makes an ideal connection. 
Cayman Airways now operates 727- 
200 jet service from Miami to Cayman 
Brac three times weekly. This is exciting 


~news to divers who wish to avoid plane 


transfers and baggage delays. Cayman 
Airways also operates a Twin Otter com- 
muter air service between Grand Cayman 
and Cayman Brac six days per week and 
between Cayman Brac and Little Cayman 
four days per week. 

The newest service for the Cayman Is- 
lands is a special Cayman Airways char- 
ter service from Tampa. Known as Cay- 
man Holidays, this service offers non- 
stop 727-200 jet service from Tampa to 
Cayman Brac and then on to Grand Cay- 
man. This service operates twice weekly 
on Mondays and Thursdays. Cayman Air- 
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ways aircraft and crew are used and res- 
ervations.can be made through the Cay- 
man Airways telephone number. 

Republic Airlines operates two non- 
stop DC-9 jet flights daily from Miami to 
Grand Cayman. In addition to the 14 
flights per week, Republic offers the 
advantage of airline connections with oth- 
er Republic flights throughout the Mid- 
west and East. These connections in- 
clude such major U.S. cities as Minneap- 
olis, Detroit and Atlanta. 

Air Jamaica flies from Kingston to 
Grand Cayman several times weekly and 
from Montego Bay once a week. It is pos- 
sible to fly from Miami to Grand Cayman 
via a Jamaica connection by utilizing Air 
Jamaica's frequent flight schedule. 

There is also a special airline charter 
service called Cayman Express that op- 
erates weekly charter flights from three 
major U.S. cities to Grand Cayman. This 
company utilizes the Cayman Airways 
727-200 jet aircraft and crew for their 
flights, thus providing customers with as 
equal or better service as commercially 
scheduled flights. Through mid-April, 
Cayman Express offers once a week 
flights from Detroit (Fridays), Chicago 
(Saturdays) and New York (Sundays). 


CONFIRMING RETURN 

Once you have landed in the Caymans, 
it is extremely important you reconfirm 
your return flight reservations. While de- 
parture arrangements may be the farthest 
thing from your mind, reconfirmation is 
best accomplished at the time of arrival. 
It can be done right at the airport, at the 
downtown ticket office or by telephone. 
The airlines require that you reconfirm 
your flight reservations 72 hours (three 
days) in advance of departure. 


CUSTOMS & IMMIGRATION 
While enroute by air to Cayman, you 
will be given an immigration entry form. 
lt is a simple card that takes a few min- 
utes to fill out and sign. Upon entering the 








Cayman air terminal, you will first pass 
through immigration processing and then 
have your baggage checked by customs. 

Cayman immigration law requires three 
things of visitors; proof of citizenship, a 
completed entry form and a return air 
ticket. Although a passport is not neces- 
sary for U.S. or Canadian citizens, it is 
the easiest form of identification. For 
those without a passport, a voter’s regis- 
tration card is an acceptable alternative. 
An automobile driver's license is not ac- 
ceptable as proof of citizenship. Pass- 
ports, but not visas, are required for Brit- 
ish and Commonwealth subjects other 
than Canadians. 

After clearing immigration, you will be 
required to pick out your luggage and 
present it for inspection by a Cayman 
Customs Officer. The inspector may want 
to go through your suitcase, dive gear 
bag and whatever carry-on luggage you ~ 
may have. Do not attempt to smuggle in 
any type of illegal contraband such as 
handguns, ammunition or explosives. 

A special warning to those to whom it 
may apply; do not attempt to bring in any 
sort of illegal drugs and this includes 
marijuana. The Cayman Islands have the 
most severe anti-drug laws in the Carib- 
bean. Violators are immediately arrested 
and taken off to jail. Tourists are not im- 
mune to this enforcement. Prosecuted 
violators can receive jail terms of up to 
ten years and fines up to $20,000. 


GETTING AROUND IN CAYMAN 

Once you have cleared customs and 
immigration at the airport, you will want to 
get to your hotel as quickly as possible 
and settle in for your vacation. As you exit 
from the air terminal building, you will see 
a line of taxis comprised of every type of 
vehicle imaginable, including large 
sedans, station wagons and vans. It is a 
welcome sight to visiting divers who are 
usually lugging bulky gear bags and suit- 
cases full of camera accessories. 

Once inside the cab and motoring to- 
ward your hotel, you may notice there is 
no meter ticking with the amount of your 
fare. Have no fear, you will not be 
charged any price that comes into the 
drivers mind.

Wenoka’s New 
ask & 
Snorkel

S2 Style—that’s the new label for a 
segment of Wenoka’'s product line— 
products that emphasize style and com- 
fort. Among these items are the Sea Style 
masks and matching snorkels. There are 
four Sea Style masks: the single lens Ca- 
brilla, a Mini Cabrilla, dual lens Advanta 
and smaller Provanta. The design bene- 
fits are similar in all three models. As an 
example, survey the Advanta: 

The Advanta mask frame is only six 
inches wide and three inches deep. The 
skirt is even smaller—less than five 
inches wide. The small size results in a 
low drag profile, light weight and low vol- 
ume. Low volume translates into easy 
clearing. The goggle-style design further 
reduces volume by allowing the mask to 
fit in close to the face. This has the added 
benefit of increasing the angle of view as 
the tempered glass lenses are closer to 
the eyes. 

The mask skirt has a nose pocket 
that’s easily reached by gloved fingertips. 
lt also has a double face seal for comfort. 
The skirt is contoured to seal against a 
wide variety of faces. 

One of the most unique features of the 
Advanta mask is the positioning of the 
frame to angle the lenses slightly down- 
ward. This offers more comfortable view- 
ing when in the typical underwater swim- 
ming position. 

The Advanta mask is held in place by 
a wide strap. Spring-loaded, clamp type 
buckles secure the strap ends. They 
wrap around rollers and then pass 
through guides that hold the overlap in 
place. This arrangement allows easy, 
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The Advanta mask is light 
weight and low volume, yet 
offers a wide view. The silicone 
skirt is comfortable and 

seals well. Spring loaded | 
clamps make strap adjustment 
easy. The matching snorkel has 
a swivel mouthpiece that allows 
the diver to custom position it.

one-handed strap adjustment underwater 
or above. 

The Advanta mask frame is made of 
tough polycarbonate. It comes in translu- 
cent red, smoke, blue or opaque yellow. 
The yellow frame comes with a black 
neoprene skirt while the other colors 
come with hypoallergenic silicone skirts. 

The Sea Style snorkels have flexible 
polycarbonate barrels that are shaped to 
Curve around the diver’s head. The bar- 
rels are available in transparent red, blue 
or smoke. The silicone mouthpieces of 
the Sea Style snorkels are soft and pli- 
able. The smoke barrel can also be pur- 
chased with a black neoprene mouth- 
piece. The mouthpieces swivel 360 de- 
grees so they can be custom positioned 
to fit individual needs.

The Advanta mask and matching snor- 
kel | tested made an attractive combina- 
tion. The mask fit well, was very comfort- 
able, offered plenty of view and was easy 
to adjust. The snorkel performed well al- 
so, although the snorkel keeper tended to 
slip along the barrel when wet. The 
mouthpiece was comfortable and the 
tube allowed plenty of air to come 
through: Just a puff cleared water from it. 

The Advanta mask ($47.95 silicone, 
$29.95 neoprene) and snorkel ($14.50 
silicone, $9.70 neoprene) might be just 
what you're looking for. If not, one of the 
other Sea Style mask/snorkel systems 
should be. See them at your Wenoka 
dealer. For information contact Wenoka,

other accessory. The tops of both handle 
grips are also drilled and threaded for 
mounting a variety of flash arms. Oceanic 
shoe mounts come with the housing as 
Standard equipment, but you could set up 
an Ikelite, Sea & Sea or Subsea flash 
mount just as easily. 

Aside from its excellent design and fine 
craftsmanship, the Aquatica 3 offers sev- 
eral unique features that distinguish it 
from other housings. The most obvious 
are the two view ports on the back. The

top one is a two and one-quarter inch di- 
ameter plexiglass window for SLR view- 
ing. With this large port and the DA-2 Ac- 
tion Finder, through-the-lens viewing is a 
pleasure. You get full frame viewing, plus 
below-screen exposure data. 

The bottom port is a large oblong win- 
dow that allows clear viewing of the MD-4 
Motor Drive controls. You can read the 
frame counter and signal lights for battery 
power, last frame and so on. 

The Aquatica 3’s most impressive fea- 


ture is an internal lamp that goes on auto- 
matically when you pull the trigger. This 
lamp is on the upper left side of the cam- 
era lens and illuminates the viewfinder 
data scale. At last, there is a way to clear- 
ly read f/stop and shutter speed without 
removing your eye from the viewfinder! 
Depressing the trigger halfway allows 
you to check and adjust exposure set- 
tings before firing. 

Perhaps the most important feature of 
the Aquatica 3 is hardly noticed and 
probably never used. Built into the back 
wall is an independent moisture detector 
and alarm system. Powered by a 12 volt 
cigarette lighter battery, it triggers an au- 
dio beeper and flashing red light in the 
viewfinder port at the very first hint of 
housing leakage—a single drop of water 
in the bottom of the housing will set it off. 
When | tested the detector with an eye- 
dropper, the beeper horn sounded off 
loud and clear. There is no possibility of 
missing, or ignoring, this leak detector; it 
commands your immediate attention. 
And, since there is one and one-half 
inches clearance between the base of the 
motor drive and bottom of the housing, 
there is a better-than-average chance of 
saving the camera from flooding. 

Another small feature | found helpful is 
a depressurization valve on the back of 
the housing. It consists of a specially ma- 
chined screw that has an O-ring seal in 
the head. Simply unscrew the valve and 
pressure inside the housing equalizes to 
Outside pressure, thus allowing you to 
open the housing easily. 

Still another nice feature standard with 
every housing is a dome port cover. 
Made of one-eighth inch nylon wetsuit 
material, this custom made cover 
stretches over the dome and hooks be- 
hind the port flange. It protects the plexi- 
glass dome from scratches and nicks. 

The Aquatica 3-N (Nikon model) retails 
for $1,659 and is delivered with a dome 
port, two Oceanic flash arm shoe mounts, 
one EO flash connector, two machined 
aluminum gears, one for focus and one 
for aperture, and one internal lamp bulb. 
There is also a complete set of instruc- 
tions and a tempting shopping list of at 
least a dozen accessories. A similar 
housing (Aquatica 3-C) is now available 
for the new motorized version of the Can- 
on F-1 camera. It sells for the same price. 

Is it worth the money? You bet. The 
Aquatica 3 is a professional quality hous- 
ing befitting a professional quality cam- 
era. Your Nikon F3 deserves the best. 
And the pictures? They turned out great— 
some of the best ever. The images were 
sharp, distortion free and rich in color.

Housing For The Nikon F3 


Motor Drive

he Aquatica 3 is possibly the finest 

underwater housing built for the Ni- 
kon F3-motor drive camera. Compared to 
others | have tested through the years, it 
is more compact, better balanced and 
easier to operate. It offers a wider range 
of lens options, speedy film loading and 
a few special features not found in other 
housings. During a recent trip to Grand 
Cayman, | had an opportunity to use the 
Aquatica 3 for ten days. It was an abso- 
lute dream and soon became my first 
choice for every dive. 

The Aquatica 3 is a third generation de- 
sign, evolving from experience with prior 
models, plus helpful suggestions from the 
pro photographers at National Geograph- 
iC magazine. It is the first metal housing 
produced by Aqua Vision Systems. It is 
specifically designed for the Nikon F3 
equipped with the MD-4 Motor Drive and 
DA-2 Action Finder. This combination 
happens to be my favorite camera sys- 
tem for professional land assignments 
and a perfect choice for underwater situ- 
ations requiring rapid motor drive shoot- 
ing or special lenses. 

The most impressive feature of the 
Aquatica 3 is the wide range of special 
lenses it will Support. It will take every Ni- 
kon lens from the 15 to 200mm macro. 
There are five different lens ports that can

be screwed onto the front of the housing, 
including a 55/105mm macro port and 
four different dome ports. There is even 
a special port, with external controls, for 
the exotic 138mm Nikkor. The housing 
comes with a standard eight inch dome 
port and this is the one | tested. 

An important feature of the Aquatica 3 
is that the camera is mounted in the front 
half of the housing. This setup allows rap- 
id and easy film loading. There is plenty 
of clearance around the camera body 
and there is no need to disengage lens 
gears or PC flash cords. The power re- 
wind on the MD-4 motor also helps the 
reload process. 

The Aquatica 3 is a sturdy metal hous- 
ing made from a special marine grade 
aluminum alloy precision cast into two 
parts—front and back. The interior of the 
housing is anodized a flat black to elimi- 
nate reflections. The exterior is epoxy 
painted a light gray. 

The halves of the housing are held sol- 
idly together with four heavy duty stain- 
less steel, spring loaded clamps. A large 
O-ring embedded in the flange of the 
front half provides a watertight seal. The 
housing never leaked a drop in ten days 
of repeated openings and closings. 

The housing is by no means a feather- 
weight. Complete with camera, motor 






drive and batteries, it tips the scales at a 
hefty 16 pounds. Yet underwater it is one 
of the best balanced dome port housings 
| have ever used. | could operate it with 
one hand with no wrist strain. The design 
and placement of the two side handles 
provide the leverage necessary for easy 
manipulation of the housing. 

The Aquatica 3 comes standard with 
four external controls: aperture (left side), 
shutter speed (top), focus (right side), 
and trigger (right side). All four are ano- 
dized aluminum with quarter-inch diame- 
ter stainless steel shafts and O-ring seals. 
One of the neat features is that focus and 
aperture controls are interchangeable 
and therefore can be switched. You can 
have the focus on either the right (stand- 
ard) or left side. No other housing | have 
ever tested offered this option. 

The housing also comes standard with 
an EO flashcord connector. However, the 
housing can be ordered with an ICS con- 
nector if preferred. There is a machined 
area on the top of the housing for a sec- 
ond flash connector. Dual flash can be 
ordered as a custom option. Still another 
option is fitting the housing with a remote 
underwater trigger cable. 

The top of the housing is drilled and 
threaded (1/4 x 20) for mounting an ex- 
ternal U/W light meter, focusing lamp or 





away, they will appear as small specks in 
your pictures. Make sure your subject ap- 
pears prominently in the viewfinder. Look 
at the viewfinder from corner to corner to 
make sure the subject fills the picture. 

5. Check the distance. \f your camera 
has a distance (focus) setting, make sure 
it is set correctly. If set incorrectly, the 
picture will be out of focus. If your camera 
doesn't have a distance setting, stay at 
least five feet away from your subjects. 

6. Anticipate the action. Think ahead so 
you can be in the right place at the right 
time. If you know, for example, that your 
dive buddy will soon be feeding tame 
fish, make your camera adjustments and 
get ready at the correct distance. Don’t 
wait until the feeding is over before decid- 
ing to take a picture. 

7. Hold the camera steady. Don't 
punch the shutter release and yell ‘‘got- 
cha’ when you take the picture. Wiggling 
or otherwise moving the camera while 
taking photos is another cause of blurred 
pictures. You must squeeze the shutter 
release gently. 

8. Estimate portrait distance. This is 
easy: You and your subject face each 
other and extend arms—touching finger- 
tip-to-fingertip. Without moving your bod- 
ies, lower your arms and take the picture. 
The distance will be approximately three 
apparent feet—the distance at which 
many simple U/W cameras are (or can 
be) set for. 

9. Adjust for parallax. Many simple un- 
derwater cameras have viewfinders that 
attach to the top of the housing. If the 
viewfinder isn't corrected for parallax (tilt- 
ed so the lines of sight.of viewfinder and 
lens meet at the subject), you must make 
an adjustment. Simply pick an imaginary 
spot above the intended center of your 
underwater subject and aim at that spot. 
Otherwise, your subjects will be too low 
in your pictures. 

10. Use the electronic flash. Even 
though there may be ample light for sun- 
light exposures, the electronic flash will 
brighten colors and enhance details in 
the shadow areas. If you are using a disc 
or 110 camera with a built-in flash, the 
camera automatically turns the flash on 
when sunlight is too weak. You, however, 
will want the flash to fire even in bright 
conditions. To make sure it does, place 
a piece of black tape over the automatic 
control sensor. This sets the camera for 
the flash exposure regardless of the 
amount of sunlight. Even if this method 
overexposes the film slightly, it should be 
no problem. Color print film can handle 
the extra light. 

The key to successful snapthots is to 
KISS (Keep It Super Simple). Don’t 
spend too much time posing friends, kids 
Or spouses. Once posing becomes a 
chore, the fun and spontaneity vanish. If 
they ask, ‘‘Do we have to take pictures 
again,’ you're not kissing. >

SIMPLE CAMERAS 

For years, 110 cameras have been the 
standard for snapshots. These often fea- 
ture automatic exposure controls, built-in 
strobes (electronic flash) and a distance 
(focus) adjustment. Many of the topside 
110 cameras will fit into ready-made U/ 
W housings, such as an Ikelite Trimcase. 
If you decide to house a 110 camera, 
however, remember that most of your U/ 
W pictures will be taken at distances be- 
tween about two and five feet. There- 
fore, if your 110 camera doesn’t have a 
setting for this distance, make sure the 
housing has a water correcting lens 
(such as the Ikelite #5304). 

Amphibious 110 and 35mm cameras, 
such as those by Hanimex and Sea & 
Sea, are also available. Some of these 
feature detachable strobes, accessory 
wide angle lenses for photographing 
large subjects and close-up attachments 
for photographing small subjects. 

Disc cameras have revolutionized 
snapshot photography. Topside, these 
cameras slip into a shirt pocket; for un- 
derwater photography, they fit into com- 
pact housings. Many disc cameras fea- 
ture automatic exposure control, built-in 
electronic flash and a manual distance 
(focus) control. An Ikelite Disc Case, 
with an optional Substrobe, is available 
for most disc cameras. 


BUYING FILM 
Color negative film—and sometimes 
one-day processing for color prints—is 
available at almost any major tourist des- 
tination. For 110 cameras, Kodacolor 
100 is good for bright conditions; but for 
dim U/W conditions, Kodacolor 200 














would be best. For disc cameras, your 
only choice is the manufacturer (it’s all 
ISO 200, at this writing). For 35mm cam- 
eras, Kodak’s Kodacolor VR 100 is best 
for bright conditions. For underwater 
snapshots, either Kodacolor VR 200 or 
400 would be a good choice. The main 
difference is that 400 requires less light 
for the exposure. Kodacolor VR 1000 is 
designed for extremely dim conditions, 
such as a deep dive without flash. Any 
color negative film can be used for small 
color prints. But for enlargements, the 
lower numbered films (Such as Kodacol- 
or VR 100) produce better pictures.

Ten Steps To Successful Snapshots

| Gucuts snapshots—both topside and 
underwater—is a fun way to record 
your diving vacations. Snapshots are 
simple, personal pictures that help you 
remember the good times—your kids 
learning how to snorkel in the pool or 
your spouse hand feeding tame fish. 
When you look through your photo al- 
bum, successful snapshots freshen 
memories and stir emotions. And, best of 
all, learning to take snapshots is incred- 
ioly easy. Just follow our ten steps: 

1. Do your homework. You'd be sur- 
prised how many would-be snapshot 
shooters stuff film into a new camera and 
try to snap away before reading the in- 
structions. Read the instructions first and 
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shoot a roll on stationary subjects (such 
as your house, yard or car) to practice 
camera handling. If you have an amphibi- 
Ous camera or an underwater housing, 
practice in the pool before heading for 
open water. 

2. Keep the sun behind you. This auto- 
matically puts sunlight on the side of the 
subject facing you. If the sun is behind 
your subject, your snapshots will show 
dark faces against a bright background. 
And, if the sun strikes the lens, you may 
end up with blurred reflections. Your top- 
side snapshots may turn out better if 
taken in the morning or afternoon hours, 
when the sun is lower in the sky. This is 
because the overhead sun can leave 


dark shadows under eyes, noses and 
chins that give faces a raccoon appear- 
ance. If your camera can be used with 
electronic flash in bright conditions, 
great—the flash will fill in some of these 
dark areas. 

3. Don’t be afraid of overcast. You can 
often take better topside pictures on par- 
tially overcast days because diffuse sun- 
light forms softer shadows and your sub- 
jects are less likely to squint. Thus, you 
get expressions that are more natural. 
Add electronic flash to enhance colors 
and detail. This is the basic technique you 
will use with U/W snapshots. 

4. Choose appropriate subjects. \f you 
decide to photograph tiny fish ten feet

At 50 miles per hour, the 
Monte Carlo can make 180 degree turns with a radius of about 100 yards. 


At 43’ 6” she is 9’ 6” at her widest point. With her keel drawing 
just over three feet, this lady is able to get into some very tight 
places. At 42 mph, she uses barely 30 gallons per hour of the 
300 gallons of diesel fuel she can carry. That translates to more 
than 400 miles of cruising range or the ability to take a cruise 
from Fort Lauderdale to Nassau, have lunch, make a couple of 
dives and be back home before night without stopping for fuel. 

‘‘Love her on the outside, love her on the inside,’’ one of 
Simon’s ad slogans teases—and you will. On her starboard 
side, at the foot of a curving row of three stair steps, is a fully 
equipped galley including refrigerator and microwave. To port, 
opposite the galley, an elegantly laid out standup bath is just 
too suave to be called a head. Unusually large for a yacht of 
this size, it is equipped with shower, bidet and a high fashion 
mirrored makeup cabinet with a row of theater type makeup 
lights. Completely forward, the V-berth doubles as a bunk. In 
all, the yacht can sleep four quite comfortably. With indirect 
lighting, the lounge is appointed with suede and leather, or you 
can order virtually any fabric you prefer. 

For the skipper, the console looks as though it were de- 
signed by NASA for the space shuttle. With a panel of visual 
indicators laid out over a diagram of the boat, the operator can 
detect any operational problem at a glance. All engine gauges 
are set directly above the alarm panel. 

Built of hand laid fiberglass, it has frames and bulkheads ap- 
proximately every two feet. The stringer core materials in the 
engine compartment are heavy plywood, while the forward 
stringers and reinforcing members are made of balsa. The 
deck and hull are molded together and Klegecell rigid PVC 
foam is in the deck. 

Standard engines are Caterpillar 3208TA diesels producing 


Dick Simon 

Dick Simon is an avid diver and boat- 
er. A few years ago he set out to acquire 
his ultimate dream dive boat and ended 
up owning the company that could make 
it. An insurance executive, he was tired 
of the cold winters of the Midwest and 
decided to move his headquarters to the 
warmth of Florida. When you ask him 
about his insurance business he has to 
draw you a chart to explain how all the 
companies network together. 

As an entrepreneur, Simon seems to 
have a knack for getting his fingers into 
a lot of pies. Example: Shortly after com- 
ing to south Florida, he began to look for 
a top grade computer program so his 
agents could make quotes more effi- 
ciently. None existed. Now he owns one 
of the largest computer software compa- 
nies producing programs primarily for the 
insurance industry. When he had trouble 
getting the print quality he wanted for his 
brochures, he started his own printing 
company. And so continue the exploits 
of Dick Simon. 

He tried to find his perfect fast dive 
boat on the open market. The quality 
was simply not up to his standards. With 
the direction of the Caterpillar Company 
(they make his diesels) he teamed with 
boat designer Adam Erdberg, now presi- 
dent of Tempest. Erdberg had formerly 
designed large, fast gun boats for the Is- 
raeli military. His expertise, and Simon’s 
ability to manage companies, have pro- 
duced as perfect a super fast, super lux- 
ury private dive vessel as can be found: 
the Tempest Marine Monte Carlo 44! 





375 hp each. Because these create a tremendous amount of 
torque, it became necessary for Tempest to design a special 
drive system to compensate. After a great deal of design engi- 
neering and testing, they came up with a special system they 
call the T-torque. Tempest has applied for a patent on the de- 
sign. Independent tests done by several leading boating maga- 
zines have shown it to be top of the line in both performance 
and dependability. 

On our ocean crossing, the boat handled beautifully. Even at 
high speeds in moderately rough seas, it does not pitch you 
around. Its weight keeps it on the water and lets you keep your 
senses. To see just how well it handles, we deliberately made 
several tight turns at full throttle. The Monte Carlo was able to 
make full, 180 degree turns in a radius of not much greater 
than 100 yards at 50 mph! The 25 degree deadrise at the tran- 
som deep V-hull kept it from slipping, even at extreme speeds. 

The Monte Carlo is very popular with the jet set as a dive and 
snorkel yacht. It is equipped with a wide platform at its stern 
and the open aft cockpit gives more than ample room for divers 
and gear. The padded center deck is a great place to keep del- 
icate camera equipment. In addition to the Monte Carlo, the 44 
is available in three other versions, the 44 Riviera, the 44 Sport 
and 44 Sport Fish, which can have a tuna tower placed over 
its center console. 

Obviously not the dive boat for everyone, it is certainly the 
boat for the guy or gal who has almost everything! Base price 
is $229,500. Fully rigged, it can run from $250,000 to 
$275,000, depending on electronics.

he sky is perfectly clear, the waves are barely a foot high, 

but there’s a storm about to break over the water. In her 
soul, a tempest is ready to rage. An elegant lady, she is quiet 
and unpretentious until you touch her. Heads turn whenever 
and wherever she appears. In her presence you are in awe 
and when you turn her on, grab hold! 

It’s 8:00 am in Ft. Lauderdale. More than 50 miles away lies 
some of the best diving in the Bahamas. The island is called 
Bimini and we'll be diving there in just more than an hour. Dick 
Simon, chairman of Tempest Marine, has just fired the twin die- 
sels of his Monte Carlo 44. On the dock, a dozen heads spin. 
‘| have the power,’’ she seems to scream, like a mythical god- 
dess, and she does. As she cruises toward the ocean, almost 
everyone stops to stare. This sleek lady definitely has a way of 
grabbing attention. 

At the inlet, Dick calmly suggests everyone on board get a 
hand on something solid. He pushes the throttles almost all the 
way to the console and we are flying. The wind presses against 
our faces, the constant pressure causing tears to roll from our 
eyes, while our 16,000 pound lady flattens the waves as if they 
didn’t exist. Behind us, a rooster tail 20 feet high surges from 
her twin screws. In seconds we hit our cruising speed. We are 
traveling across the ocean at an astounding 50 miles per hour! 

One hour and five minutes later, the tempest subsides. 
Again, the heads turn as we cruise up the dock for the custom- 
ary immigrations inspection. In luxury we have crossed the gulf 
stream with an elapsed time that many race boats could not 
match. In minutes we will be swimming above the corals. | 

With an abundance of deck space, a wide open aft cockpit 
and enough below deck storage to hide the gear of six divers, 
the Monte Carlo has more than enough room for diving in style. 





NOVA 1 


Basic Economy Dive Boat 
With Impressive Standards

hen we first saw the Nova a couple 

of years ago, we weren't very im- 
pressed. It just didn’t seem rugged 
enough for a dive boat. Besides, the fit 
and finish left something to be desired, 
with bubbles in the glued seams and ad- 
hesive slopped over the edges. Conse- 
quently, it wasn’t covered in these pages. 

However, there is now a new Nova, 
which shares little with its predecessor 
except the name. It’s got a new design, 
new materials and manufacture has been 
shifted from Taiwan to France. 

Nova, along with Ampac, is a product 
of American Pacific Inflatable Boats, Inc., 
based in Marina del Rey, California. The 
economy series carries the Nova brand 
name, while the top of the line boats are 
called Ampac. Smaller dinghies are now 
manufactured in Japan. The larger boats 
in each line, including the Nova 124, are 
made in France. Company president Bill 
McComb is the importer of Hutchinson 
boats in the United States, and his ves- 
sels are influenced by that company’s de- 
sign. Perhaps the major feature they 
adopted from the French boat is the lon- 
gitudinal seam structure, which enhances 
rigidity. The biggest difference is the in- 
flatable keel, instead of Hutchinson's 
wooden one. The French Novas and Am- 
pacs are made in the factory which once 
housed the Hutchinson works, from ma- 
terials manufactured by Hutchinson. 

At this point, the reader is probably as 
confused as the author. The puzzle be- 
gan to sort itself out during our test run, 
hosted by company vice president Chris 
Lewis. Chris, an active diver, designed 
the Nova 124 as a basic economy dive 
boat. But, it doesn’t look like an economy 
boat. With its aluminum floorboards, 
bright red color, removable bowdodger, 
and impressive standard equipment list, 
along with its low price, the Nova 124 
looks like a pretty good deal. 

Our look at the boat begins with its 
Hutchinson made fabric, an 840 denier 
nylon with a 1212 weave. That's a tight 
weave for strength and rigidity. The in- 
side is pure Hypalon for air tightness. On 
the outside is a polyurethane PVC materi- 
al which is resistant to sunlight, oil and 
other contaminants. Its two part, urethane 
based adhesive forms a molecular bond 





for lasting seam integrity. With this tech- 
nology, handles or D-rings can be at- 
tached anywhere on the boat. Repairs, 
even in the field, are quick and easy. 

Unlike most boats its size, the Nova 
has only two air chambers. They are con- 
structed individually, then joined at the 
bow with double baffles. Basically an 
economy measure, this construction is 
one of the reasons for the boat's low 
price. It is possible because of the longi- 
tudinal seam technique. Another advan- 
tage of this is that the bow doesn't tend 
to flex as it does in boats with transverse 
seams. The boat’should float even if one 
of the tubes loses all its air. 

For ease of assembly, an inflatable 
keel is used instead of a wooden one. 
However, modifications were made in the 
hull design to provide performance al- 
most on a par with wooden keels. How 
did they do it? The keel forms a deep-V, 
pushing against the bottom material to 
keep it tight. Its recommended inflation 
pressure is 3.4 psi, the same as the 
tubes. This is in sharp contrast to many 
boats, which recommend softer pressure 
for the keel. In the Nova 124, the bottom 
material is joined to the tubes in such a 
way to produce a sharply angled keel, 
combining with the tubes to give a cathe- 
dral hull effect. A four inch wide, ribbed 
rubbing strake protects the keel_and aids 
in directional stability. All this adds up to 
surprising performance in the water, as 
demonstrated in our test ride. 


The unorthodox hull holds turns unusu- 
ally well for a small boat with an inflatable 
Keel. It goes where it’s pointed, displays 
minimum bounce when going over light 
chop and sideslip on turns is minimal. It 
handles almost as well as a wooden keel. 
The 15 horsepower engine had to strug- 
gle to plane with four passengers, but 
once this was attained it moved us at a 
good clip. The recommended 20hp 
would have done the job more easily. The 
boat runs fairly dry, protected by a high 
bow and the bowdodger. A little water 
came up over the stern, something that 
could be prevented by the addition of 
splash vanes. The water that entered, 
however, was easily handled by the one- 
way drain valve.

mon being stone, blue claw and speckled 
crabs. They forage for food in the nooks 
and crannies of the rocks and can be 
found in great numbers on the mussel 
beds. One of the most interesting behav- 
iors encountered was that of a spider 
crab. Toward the center of the inlet, there 
is a drop-off of 10-15 feet. The spider 
crab got to the bottom of this drop-off in 
the simplest manner. It stepped off the 
edge and sailed down to the bottom. It re- 
minded me of an underwater elevator. 

If you peek into the holes in the rocks, 
you will see lobsters of various sizes. 
They tend to be small in the inlets for 
there are a large number of hunters (hu- 
man type) who frequent this area. The 
evasiveness of the larger lobsters leads 
one to believe they have had plenty of 
practice escaping divers. 

All too soon, you reach the end of the 
jetty at the mouth of the inlet. Here, you 
are presented with two choices for your 
return trip. In calm seas, you can round 
the jetty on the ocean side and proceed 
northward to make a beach exit. The 
drawback to this route is the usual ocean 
surge and the resultant poor visibility. The 
other route is the one most commonly 
taken. Simply turn around and return the

way you came. No matter how many 
times | take this U/W route, there are al- 
ways interesting things to pique my 
curiosity. At dive’s end, you are under- 
neath the Ocean Avenue bridge. Here the 
bottom is covered with mussels from the 
bridge abutment to the center channel 
pilings. There have been some very big 
flounder on these mussel beds that have 
been oblivious to the camera as it was

moved in for an extreme close-up. A div- 
er with a hand spear did not seem to fare 
as well. It makes one wonder if the floun- 
der knew the difference. 

One dive in particular seems to find its 
way into all my descriptions of this popu- 
lar spot. A friend and | started at the base 
of the bridge and headed seaward. Visi- 
bility was fair at best, perhaps six to eight

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nip at gorgonians and other corals. An 
opportunistic feeder, this carnivore also 
ingests mollusks and urchins. Hogfish 
have been seen eating small fish. Al- 
though normally solitary swimmers, they 
will travel in small groups. Throughout the 
Caribbean, these fish prefer reefs and 
wrecks that border on more open areas. 
Wrecks on sand flats and ledges adjoin- 
ing rubble zones are productive environ- 
ments. When alarmed, hogfish paddle 
across the reef top. 

Scuba divers generally consider hog- 
fish dimwitted. Their awkward and comi- 
cal swimming style combined with their 
delayed reaction to intruding divers cre-

ates this image. Whether these fish are 
naturally curious or merely haven't 
learned to recognize approaching divers 
as a possible threat is academic. The 
sluggardly hogfish makes an easy target. 
Once alarmed, however, like any fish, it 
can make a clean getaway. Captain Bill 
Cole recommends, “‘It’s best to stay high 
off the reef when following hogfish. If you 
swim down on the reef, they can spook 
easily... Unlike grouper or snapper that 
dart into the nearest dark hole, a nervous 
hogfish usually runs from coral head to 
coral head. By remaining above the quar- 
ry, a hunter has a better reef overview. 
Prior to running, a hog may momentarily 
eye the diver and zigzag. By swimming 
overhead, the spearfisherman can ob- 
serve and anticipate such behavior. 

Ice the catch once it’s brought on- 
board. This not only preserves the fresh- 
ness of the meat, but also makes clean- 
ing the fish easier. Back at the dock, fillet- 
ing a hogfish is a quick process. First cut 
from behind the gill arch to the dorsal 
ridge. After slicing along the back to cut 
the skin, separate the fillet from the back- 
bone down to the central vertebrae. Spilit- 








ting the soft belly without puncturing any 
entrails permits rolling the fillet away from 
the body. Avoid severing the skin while 
cutting across the meat at the base of the 
tail. Slide the blade between the meat 
and the skin to peel away the fillet. Done 
properly, filleting leaves little waste. 

Susan Cole once remarked, ‘Hogfish 
is so mild it lends itself to almost any sea- 
food recipe that calls for fish.’’ 

You can fry, broil or bake the fillets. 
(Deciding on which recipes to include in 
this article was difficult, but the sampling 
was fun and somebody had to do it!) If 
you prefer to broil your catch be careful 
not to overcook the fillets. Frequent bast-

ing with melted butter and lemon juice 
helps prevent drying the meat out. Gentle 
spices, such as parsley, add flavor. If 
used sparingly, soy sauce can impart a 
pleasant taste. Pan frying also works 
well. The author likes to add capers and 
freshly cracked black peppercorns to 
melted sweet butter. Try squeezing fresh 
lemons over the cooking mixture. 

Pecan Hogfish is an appealing way to 
avoid the frypan blues. Although this rec- 
ipe may require some additional prepara- 
tion, the taste is well worth it. Dusting the 
fillets with flour prior to sautéing them will 
help seal in the fish’s flavors. Cook until 
both sides appear an even golden brown. 
After removing the cooked fillets, stir in 
the pecans, brown sugar and sweet but- 
ter to the clarified butter already used to 
cook the fish. Reduce slightly over a low 
heat and pour the sauce over the fillets. 
Garnish with pecan and lemon halves. 

The colorful Hogfish Polynesia recipe 
involves only a little more work. If you en- 
joy the blended flavors of peppers and 
tomatoes, you'll appreciate this style. Ina 
heavy skillet sauté the pineapple, 
peppers and onions with butter and gar- 





lic. After rubbing the fillets with black pep- 
per, garlic and butter, add the fish to the 
vegetable mixture. For uniform cooking, 
turn the hogfish. Add the tomatoes. While 
cooking, set the burner on low heat. The 
entire skillet contents should be done in 
five or ten minutes. Serve on a platter 
with the pineapple. 

Easy and delicious are the two words 
that best describe Susan’s Foiled Fish. 
By wrapping the fish in heavy aluminum 
foil, the heat can’t sap the natural juices: 
the warmed spices seem to permeate the 
fillets better. Be sure to wrap the hogfish 
by placing it in the center of a piece of the 
foil and then bringing the edges of the

1 pineapple 
2 red peppers 
2 green peppers 
1 red onion 
1 tsp. peppercorns

1 C clarified butter 
1 lemon 
1 clove garlic 
% tsp. parsley or dill 
1 dash fennel or anise (optional) 


sheet up high enough so none of the bub- 
bling butter sauce seeps out a fold or 
tear. To clarified butter and lemon juice, 
Susan adds a crushed clove of garlic and 
thyme. Fresh dill, fennel or anise may be 
substituted for the thyme. After baking at 
350°F for 20 minutes, check to see if the 
fish is done; a small cut through the thick- 
est part of the fillet should reveal an 
opaque white texture. Decorate the plate 
with freshly cut parsley or dill. 

Hogfish remain relatively obscure. Few 
restaurants feature them. Most head 
chefs would love to offer something other 
than the usual grouper, dolphin or snap- 
per; they'd especially like to add an alter- 
native such as hogfish. Since scuba div- 
ers are the only group that can regularly 
catch these savory fish, they belong to a 
privileged community. The next time that 
your dive buddy asks you over for a fresh 
seafood dinner, maybe, if you are lucky, 
it will be hogfish. >

eturning dive charter boats attract all kinds of onlookers. In 

marinas, even captains from neighboring sportfishing ves- 
sels wander by. These skippers may try to trade fresh dolphin 
fillets for lobster tails, but if they spot a hogfish on the cleaning 
table, they'll pass by even the largest crawfish. Such veteran 
fishermen Know that hogfish, (Lachnolaimus maximus), rarely 
bite a baited hook; they also know that hogfish are regarded 
highly for their mild flavor and texture. 

The hogfish, a prized Caribbean food fish, is a wrasse. Al- 
though this bizarre cousin to bluehead and creole wrasses 
bears little resemblance to what divers may envision as a typi- 
cal wrasse, this reef dweller does look like a topheavy version 
of the smaller Spanish hogfish. The hogfish, or hog snapper, 
apparently copied certain features from other fish. Ending the 
vertically flattened body, the broad lunate tail corners form trail- 
ing points like an angelfish. As with a cubera snapper, the 
hog’s buck teeth jut forward. Crowning the steep forehead are 
three greatly elongated dorsal spines. When alarmed these first

unrise is my favorite time of day and 

| was enjoying it in my own special 
way. | was with my wife, 20 feet below the 
surface of the water at Shark River Inlet 
in Avon, New Jersey. The sun’s rays be- 
gan to turn the gloominess of the night in- 
to a kaleidoscope of light, reminiscent of 
the movie scenes where the clouds part 
and the sunbeams travel down from the 
heavens: An awe inspiring sight, indeed! 

From a landlubber’s point of view, 
there is nothing unusual about this partic- 
ular inlet. It controls the flow of water from 
the Shark River and its tributaries to the 
sea. Yet, it attracts more divers than per- 
haps any other area in the state. On a 
warm summer night, more divers and 
dive flags can be seen than strollers 
along this stretch of beach. 

Shark River Inlet has many positive at- 
tributes for the diver. For a period of 
about 30-45 minutes at high or low tide, 
there is virtually no current. By entering 
the water approximately 15 minutes be- 
fore this slack tide period, a dive of 60 
minutes can be made very comfortably. 
Visibility ranges from three feet to, very 
rarely, 30 feet. Average visibility is eight 
to ten feet. 

The configuration of the bridge system 
spanning the inlet provides a protected

area from boat traffic. There are three 
separate channels for boats to take be- 
neath the bridge. Fortunately for divers, 
the center one is the only one used. This 
is attributed to the rocky shoreline and 
the depth of the water. Depths range from 
five feet to ten feet at the inlet’s edge to 
35 feet in the center of the channel. 

A normal entry point is at the north 
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River Inlet. 


base of the bridge on the seaward side. 
Although many divers prefer this spot, 
other areas are equally as good. Follow- 
ing the jetty seaward, you can stop to en- 
joy the many characters frequenting the 
inlet. Some of the most predominant in- 
habitants of the inlet are the crabs. They 
vary in size and type with the most com-

The best time to visit her is in the spring 
and fall since water visibility is better then 
than during the sumer. A drysuit is rec- 
ommended for winter diving. Shelter |s- 
land is close to her resting place, so the 
water over her is almost always calm. 

The memory of the Ohio still runs 
strong. A bell cast from the Ohio’s metal 
hangs in the steeple of the Greenport 
Methodist Church. It is ironic that metal 
once used to wage war now calls the 
faithful to pray. The ship’s figurehead was 
also saved. It stood for many years in 
front of the old Canoe Place Inn, near the 
Shinnecock Canal, on the South Fork of 
Long Island. This was a massive, impos- 
ing bust of Hercules, the Greek mytholog- 
ical hero who was endowed with im- 
mense strength and courage. The figure- 
head was hand carved from a single 
piece of cedar. After World War ll, it was 
acquired for display in the wharf area at 
Stony Brook Harbor. Hercules was refur- 
bished and installed underneath a pavil- 
ion with great ceremony in 1954. An an- 
chor from the Ohio is displayed next to 
the pavilion. >

DIVING EQUIPMENT

[ons Island, New York, boasts a large 
number of shipwrecks and the divers 
here take full advantage of the situation 
by finding and exploring as many of them 
as possible. When the cold and inclement 
winter weather settles in and makes div- 


ing very difficult (at the least) we get com- 
fortable in the easy chair by the fire with 
a cup of Irish coffee, put our flippered feet 
up on the hassock and attempt to delve 
into the histories of our finds as the snow- 
flakes float to earth. 


One such wreck is the USS Ohio. She 
was built at the Brooklyn Navy Yard and 
was commissioned on May 30, 1820, at 
a cost of $550,000. Henry Eckford, who 
was considered by many to be the leaq- 
ing naval architect of the time, designed 
her. The Ohio was a ship-of-the-line and 
was 212 feet long with a 50 foot beam. 
She could carry up to 120 guns and had 
a crew of 1,100 sailors and marines. She 
served as the flagship for both Admiral 
Farragut and Commodore Perry and saw 
action in both the Mexican and Civil 
Wars. In 1848 she patrolled the West 
Coast during the California Gold Rush. 
The worst problem for the officers at that 
time was keeping the crewmembers from 
deserting and joining the hordes of gold 
seekers in the California hills. 

The Ohio also won renown for her 
great speed. While she was en route 
home to the East Coast by way of Cape 
Horn in 1850, she logged 335 knots in 24 
hours, the equivalent of 16 mph. 

When she was no longer useful, the 
government sold her to a dealer, who in 
turn sold her to a group of Long Islanders 
for scrap and salvage. In July of 1884, af- 
ter 64 years of service, her battered hulk, 
obsolete and stripped of all useful metal, 
was burned and sunk at Conkling’s Point, 
which is near Greenport on the North 
Fork of Long Island. She now rests in 
about 20 feet of water and is easy to 
reach from the shore.

reduces the anxiety and risk involved in 
turning the job over to amateurs. 

In the Monterey competition, each en- 
trant is provided one roll of 36 exposure 
Ektachrome slide film. Again, using com- 
mercial film is recommended rather than 
cutting and rolling bulk film, thus reducing 
the chances of scratching it.

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PROCESSING AND FILM 

One of the major attractions of the 
competition is that entrants are able to 
see the results of their efforts shortly after 
the film is exposed. All competitions of 
this type, including those held elsewhere 
in the world, use slide film that can be de- 
veloped by E-6 processing, in order to 
shorten the turnaround time as much as 
possible. Even though the cost of hiring 
a commercial processor will probably tax 
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film must be exposed within a predeter- 
mined geographical area, and it must be 
turned in at or before a given time. After 
turning in the film, the contestant’s job is 
finished until after the processing. When 
the processed film is returned, the entrant 
looks over the results, picks his or her 
three or four best slides and enters them 
in the appropriate categories. At this 
point the judges select the winners. 

The preparation for a beach dive photo 
competition is extensive, but worthwhile. 
The more time and thought that goes into 
the event, the more enjoyable it is. 


LOCATION 

The location of the competition is very 
important. The site should be an area that 
allows ready access to the water. Also, 
the location should be reasonably close 
to a community able to provide a group 
of contestants large enough to support 
the competition. The sponsors of the Cali- 
fornia Beach Dive Photography Competi- 
tion and the Pacific Coast Underwater 
Photography Competition have selected 
two of the best competition locations in 
California. The PCUPC is held in La Jolla, 
near San Diego, and draws most of its 
support from divers in Southern Califor- 
nia. The CBDPC is held in Monterey. Al- 
though underwater photographers in 
Central California are spread over a large 
area, it also draws well, probably be- 
cause divers throughout Central and 
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Happy winners of the Pacific Coast Underwater Photographic Competition. 


Northern California are conditioned to 
travel as a minor inconvenience that goes 
along with the sport. 


TIME OF YEAR 
While California diving is a year-round 
sport, the date of the competition should 
be selected on the basis of factors that 





would affect attendance and quality of 
diving, such as weather and visibility. The 
PCUPC is held on the second weekend in 
August to take advantage of the predict- 
ably hot weather and calm water of La 
Jolla Cove. The Northern California UPS 
opted to move its competition to the first 
weekend in September following Labor 
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Adventure under 
the high seas!

Everyone Gets An Equal Chance 
And Has A Lot Of Fun

nderwater photography competitions 

have become more and more popu- 
lar as the number of photographers in- 
creases each year. Most of these events 
are structured so the entrant simply 
sends in one or more slides or prints to 
meet an advertised deadline. Of course, 
such competitions are not a sure indica- 
tor of an entrant's ability. Anyone who 
shoots enough film, goes to enough exot- 
ic places and has a relatively comfortable 
relationship with the underwater world 
will inevitably take at least one outstand- 
ing picture. When the law of averages is 
combined with the magic of the dark- 
room, almost anyone who works hard 
enough can come up with an award-win- 
ning shot. 

One of the major drawbacks to this 
type of competition is that there is no way 
to compensate for advantages derived 
from differences in locale, equipment and 
time available. The photographer who 
makes one or two dives a month in turbid 
water cannot expect to compete favor- 
ably against those who spend two 
months traveling in the Red Sea or South 
Pacific. A more accurate test of ability un- 
derwater is to place each photographer 
in the same conditions, with the same 
equipment, and control as many other 
variables as possible. 

A new type of photo competition has 
begun to take hold, which gives everyone 
an equal opportunity to win based on his/ 
her ability. Two annual competitions in 
California have been developed upon this 
premise and are enjoying increased pop- 
ularity each year. In Northern California, 
the California Beach Dive Photography 
Competition is sponsored by the North- 
ern California chapter of the Underwater 
Photographic Society. In Southern Cali- 
fornia, the Pacific Coast Underwater Pho- 
tographic Competition is sponsored by 
the San Diego Council of Divers, Inc. 

This type of competition is set up to 
take place over a two-day weekend. The 
program, which begins with registration 
at 8:00 am on Saturday morning and 
continues through the awards ceremo- 
nies on Sunday afternoon, is exciting and 
fun for everyone. At registration, each 
contestant is provided with one roll of 
35mm, 36 exposure slide film to shoot 
within a four to five hour period. The rules 
are fairly simple and straightforward. All 














shore. “‘At night we worked under the 
glare of floodlights,’’ Dave related. ‘‘lIt 
was like working in a giant void. There 
were no lights anywhere else to be seen. 
Just us in the middle of loneliness.’’ 
About his being down at the job at night, 
Dave said, ‘‘Well, | didn’t have to go 
down there. | trusted my people. | just 
liked to see how things were going. You 
know, there were an awful lot of the hatch 
covers to remove and put back on.”’ 


JANUARY 27—DIVING 


CONDITIONS 

‘We continued reinstalling some of the 
modified hatch covers and taking off 
more for refitting—couldn’t do it all at 
once. But we did keep up pretty good 
productivity. The water was full of diesel 
and lube oil. So we had night and oily wa- 
ter to contend with. Also, working under 
the ice and freezing weather didn’t help.”’ 

By the night of the 27th, the crew had 
all the hatch covers rebuilt and rein- 
Stalled. ‘‘We started checking the entire 
hull and all the hatches for leaks,’’ Dave 
said. ‘‘We put a little air pressure inside 
and swam around down there with our 
diving lights looking for air bubbles com- 
ing out of the tanks or from around the 
hatch covers.’ 

Seven leaks were found on some tanks 
with holes in them. ‘‘We worked the rest 
of the night plugging those holes,’’ Dave 
commented. 
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JANUARY 28—RIGGING FOR 


THE LIFT 

The next day the crews started rigging 
the complex manifolds that would be re- 
quired to make a controlled lift of the mul- 
ti-compartmented barge hull. Two com- 
plete manifold systems were required to 
permit lifting one side of the barge at a 
time. Dave admitted, ‘‘We started her up 
once and found a‘couple of air leaks so 
we set her back down again. After we 
closed the leaks we started the final lift.’ 


JANUARY 29—COMING UP 
By the end of the day the barge was 
nearly up but not floating level. Some 
more small leaks had to be patched and 
underwater inspections had to be made, 
but the job was just about done. 


JANUARY 30—BARGE UP 
Dave told me, ‘“‘On the 30th, we had 
the whole thing sitting upright, high and 
dry. Half the crew went back to Spokane. 
The divers that remained at the job con- 
tinued to make the barge watertight.’’ 


JANUARY 31—CLEANUP AND 
DEMOBILIZE 
One week after the salvage job started 
the barge was up and stabilized. The job 
was over. ‘‘The last two days,’’ Dave re- 
counted, ‘‘We did a few little things like 
sealing up those holes we had found in 


the bottom of the four pontoons that 
didn't have hatch covers or other access 
to them for internal repairs. The next day 
we headed back to Spokane.”’ 

Near the end of his letter Dave wrote, 
‘| finally completed my new shop and of- 
fice complex and moved into it recently. 
It's real nice but I’m making a mess of it: 
all sorts of things strewn all around. | 
can't seem to find a place for all the stuff 
I've gathered up over the past 15 years. 
| have a whole line of old Navy diving 
shoes, some the leather kind with lead 
soles; some sandle types with brass toes 
and soles.’’ Dave also listed helmets, 
weightbelts and miscellaneous other 
brass and copper fittings from diving 
years gone by. ‘| figure | can always 
keep busy polishing the brass on this 
Stuff if | run out of diving jobs.”’ 

My feeling is that Dave Darlow will nev- 
er run out of diving jobs. He’s too good 
at what he does.

to get through a very small hole and go 
down there under the two foot thick ice to 
finalize plans and see what we needed.’ 

During their dives under the ice the div- 
ers located the covers over 10 of the 14 
cells that made up the hull. It was deter- 
mined that if the divers removed all the 
hatch covers, brought them to the surface 
and fitted standpipes to them, they could 
be used as air lifts with which to siphon 
the water out of the compartments. 

A float, carrying pipelines ashore, 
would serve as a dive platform. Dave 
asked for, and got, a small house on the 
lake end of the float so divers and helpers 
could have some protection from the bit- 
terly cold weather. Dave also told the 
company representative that, to work 
safely, the divers would have to have 
more open, ice free lake area around the 
barge. This was agreed on and a plan 
was developed to use explosives to blast 
the ice away. 


JANUARY 24—BLASTING ICE 

Topside the divers placed 140 small 
explosive charges on the ice around the 
sunken barge. These were intercon- 
nected with an explosive detonator called 
primacord, then detonated at one time. 
This broke the ice up so the barge could 
move during the floating and righting and 
so the divers could work without getting 
fouled under it. 

Later in the day a 1,000 cubic foot per 
minute air compressor was brought to the 
site. An extensive piping system was 
rigged so air could be discharged under 
the freezing water throughout the area. 
The bubbling action of the rising air kept 
the water moving and ice free. 


JANUARY 25—SALVAGE 


STARTS 
Divers began removing hatch covers 
and bringing them topside for modifica- 
tion and addition of the standpipes. Also, 
they continued cleaning out from inside 
and around the barge. 


JANUARY 26—MODIFYING 
HATCH COVERS 

Topside welders now had some of the 
hatch covers modified and ready to be 
reinstalled underwater. Four more of 
Dave’s dive crew arrived from Spokane. 
‘“‘We organized our crew into two 12 hour 
shifts so we could work 24 hours a day, ' 
Dave told me. ‘‘Working conditions were 
not quite the utmost. It was -20°F during 
the warmth of the day and -35°F at 
night—maybe a little less where we were 
working since it was -35°F in town and 

we were maybe 3,000 feet higher.”’ 
Divers completing a shift had to be 
dragged through the ice to the surface 
and, during parts of the work, onto the

VAs have a little diving job you 
might be interested in,’’ Dave 


Darlow, a commercial diver in Spokane, 
Washington wrote me. The ‘‘little diving 
job’’ he mentioned concerned a sunken 
barge and took place in January 1982. 
Darlow’s report offers some tips on div- 
ing and working under extreme winter 
conditions that should be shared with oth- 
er divers. 

‘Back in mid-January this company 
called, saying they had a little barge sunk 
in about 30 feet of water near Butte, Mon- 
tana. Could we come up and refloat the 
equipment?’ The company sent a private 
plane to fly Dave, his son David and diver 
Dean Shockley to Butte. From there they 
trekked into the mountains to inspect the 
job. Let Dave tell it like it was: ‘‘We went 
up to this little lake way up in the moun- 
tains behind Butte. It seemed like it was 
way out in the desert and | wondered who 
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would ever have a barge out here. But 
they did have one; a 175 ton vessel that 
was 65 feet long by 40 feet wide and had 
a deckhouse 30 feet high. The problem 
was it had sunk in 30 feet of water cov- 
ered with two feet of ice.”’ 

According to Dave the barge was basi- 
cally a flotation system for a bunch of 
pumps and discharge lines used to recir- 
culate water in connection with a mining 
project. If the water was not circulated 
but allowed to run into and flood a very 
deep mine pit it could take as long as 
three years to pump the mile deep hole 
dry. Dave added, ‘‘When the company 
realized this they got excited. At the lake 
we looked over what could be seen of the 
barge, studied the blueprints, and decid- 
ed the barge could be salvaged.” The 
hull was made up of a total of 14 separate 
cells; ten of these had bolted-down hatch 
covers that could be removed. 
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Apparently the barge had been rebuilt 
a few times over the years without 
thought to stability. This was followed by 
overloading. One of the cells making up 
the hull developed a leak, eventually filled 
with water and the barge sank. 

At Butte, on the way back to Spokane, 
the airport was closed for four hours by 
a blizzard and a temperature of -30°F; a 
numbing introduction of things to come. 
Finally, back in Spokane, Dave began 
mobilizing equipment and, as Dave put it, 
‘Trying to round up divers dedicated and 
good enough to work around the clock 
on a job like this.” 


JANUARY 23—AT THE JOB 
Dave and four of his crew arrived at the 
sunken barge. ‘‘We got to the dive site 
and kind of surveyed the job a little. Only 
about six feet of the deckhouse was 
sticking out of the water but we were able

to heat. Immersion of the affected area in 
hot water (approximately 115°F) for 30 to 
90 minutes is generally sufficient to neu- 
tralize the venom. Unfortunately, en- 
counters with this nasty little creature oc- 
cur at sea, often away from hot water. 
When diving in remote areas, it may be a 
simple and worthwhile precaution to car- 
ry a thermos or small cooler filled with hot 
water. An additional source of hot water 
is available if one is fortunate enough to 
have an outboard motor. Water circulates 
through the engine’s cooling system and 
exits just below the engine block. There 
it will generally be hot enough to suffice. 
Despite the presence of swelling, ice 
should not be applied. If hot water is sim- 
ply not available, the victim should be 
treated for shock and transported as 
soon as possible to a medical facility. Ad- 
ditional required treatment may include a 
tetanus shot or giving supportive mea- 
sures in case of a systemic toxic reaction. 
Secondary infection may require the use 
of antibiotics. Of course, the wound 
should be properly cleaned to help pre- 
vent infection. 

It is important to note that many medi- 
cal facilities/personnel will not be aware 
of proper first aid treatment for scorpion- 
fish envenomations. In fact, a recent 
study conducted by the San Francisco 
Bay Area Poison Control Center conclud- 
ed that most emergency medical person- 
nel were unfamiliar with proper manage- 
ment techniques (Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, 1985; 253: 
807-810). Consequently, the victim must 
often accept the responsibility for imme- 
diate and proper first aid measures. 

Unfortunately, all who dive in waters in- 
habited by scorpionfish run the risk of an 
unpleasant encounter with one. Whether 
you fancy chasing lobsters, spearfishing, 
photography or whatever—you invariably 
spend a fair amount of time rummaging 
around on the ocean floor. Doing so re- 
quires a bit of caution and a watchful eye. 
Likewise, fisherman occasionally hook 
one and should use equal caution when 
handling or landing this catch. Probably 
the best advice for anglers is to simply 
cut the leader and don't handle the fish at 
all. Aquarists must also be careful. The 
above mentioned poison control study in- 
dicated that a substantial number of re- 
ported envenomations are suffered by 
aquarium owners. Even the handling or 
disposal of a dead scorpionfish requires 
caution since their venom stays potent for 
up to 48 hours after the death of the fish. 

A final word to divers: Have fun while 
diving but be cautious and alert! Move 
slowly and watch where you put your 
hands! >

This month we are presenting a 
‘“‘hands-on’’ experience with scorpion- 
fish. Doug Martin and Jim Ressegieu re- 
count Martin’s experience with a scor- 
pionfish in the Atlantic Ocean. Stings 
from these fish produce severe pain and 
usually result from a diver resting a hand, 
leg, etc. on the unseen, well-camou- 
flaged spines. The scorpionfish will rarely 
move away when a diver approaches 
and a good rule is to beware of fishes 
that appear secure and confident when 
you approach. Their confidence usually 
reflects a well-developed defense sys- 
tem—F.B. 


Ithough statistically speaking the 
sport of scuba diving is quite safe, it 
is not totally devoid of marine life haz- 
ards. One of the little known, but very real 
hazards that exist in certain parts of the 
world is the scorpionfish. Those of us 
who live, dive and teach in South Florida 
routinely caution our students about the 
scorpionfish as well as other types of ma- 
rine dangers. However, owing to the exis- 
tence of sensationalistic movies such as 
Jaws and the numerous exaggerated fish 
stories that circulate throughout the div- 
ing community, a great deal more atten- 
tion is customarily paid to such things as 
sharks, barracuda and moray eels. As 
most experienced divers know, these 
‘monsters’ are not nearly as threatening 
as they are purported to be. The scor- 
pionfish, however, is definitely a legiti- 
mate threat—one that, at least for the au- 
thors of this article, was brought sharply 
into focus last summer when Martin was 
personally involved in an accident involv- 
ing a scorpionfish. This intensely painful 
encounter occurred on a spearfishing trip 
off the coast of Ft. Lauderdale, during 
which Martin was stung on the little finger 
of his left hand. In addition to the pain, he 
experienced rather remarkable swelling 
in the affected finger, his hand and fore- 
arm—and spent three days in Florida 
Medical Center. There was residual sore- 
ness, swelling and stiffness in the finger 
for well over a month. This episode moti- 
vated Martin and Ressegieu, both instruc- 
tors, to write this article. 
In North America, various species of 
scorpionfish are found in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, off Hawaii, Southern California, the 
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Bahamas and South Florida. The species 
most frequently encountered in Florida is 
the spotted scorpionfish (Scorpaena plu- 
mieri). This fish reaches a length of ap- 
proximately one foot and is a bottom 
dweller. It is almost always found on or 
near coral reefs. Its shape, coloration and 
sedentary lifestyle allow it to blend in ex- 
traordinarily well with its Surroundings. Its 
camouflage is so truly remarkable it is vir- 
tually impossible to spot by any but the 
most cautious and knowledgeable diver. 
It lies motionless for such long periods of 
time that algae grows on its skin, further 
contributing to its camouflage. 
Scorpionfish neither attack nor bite 
people. Rather, the unsuspecting victim— 
be it a diver, snorkeler, wader or fisher- 
man—must literally step on or grab hold 
of the fish and is then injected with the 
venom. The venomous apparatus con- 
sists of spines: 12 or 13 in the dorsal fin, 
three in the anal fin and two in the pelvic 
fin. These spines are hollow and hold poi- 
son sacs at the base. When the fish is ag- 
itated, it erects the dorsal fin, flares its 
armed gill covers, pectoral and anal fins 
and thrashes about. The venom in some 


species is as toxic as that of cobras. 

If stung, the nature of the victim’s 
symptoms will depend on many things— 
where the wound was inflicted; how 
much venom was injected; how allergic 
to the venom the victim is; and the vic- 
tim’s age and physical condition. The first 
and foremost symptom is intense pain 
that rapidly radiates around the affected 
area. Severe swelling is common. The 
wound and surrounding area are initially 
ischemic (poor circulation) followed by 
cyanosis (blueish color owing to low oxy- 
gen levels). Additional symptoms are nu- 
merous and may include any of the fol- 
lowing: tissue sloughing, nausea, vomit- 
ing, chest pain, seizures, limb paralysis, 
fever, possible cardiac or respiratory ar- 
rest, altered heart rate or blood pressure 
levels, and in extreme cases, death. In 
other words, this fish can hurt you! 

That’s the bad news. The good news is 
that most or all of the above mentioned 
symptoms can be eliminated or mini- 
mized if the victim has immediate access 
to hot water! Scorpionfish venom is ex- 
tremely heat labile, i.e., it breaks down 
quickly and is neutralized when exposed

The Gothic Room, 
a smoking lounge from the sidewheeler, 
City of Detroit, has been painstakingly re- 
stored and installed at the entrance to the 
main exhibit hall. This lounge was the 
showplace of the largest sidewheeler in 
the world when she was launched at Wy- 
andotte in 1912. Decorative wooden 
arches, columns and carvings have been 
refinished to their original golden oak ap- 
pearance. The beauty of the natural wood 
is amplified by a three-paneled LaSalle 
window that contains more than 700 
pieces of stained glass. Divers have used 
resources at the Dossin Museum to trace 
many Great Lakes vessels, including the

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Answers: Helicopter Evacuations 


1. A. The U.S. Coast Guard. Air am- 
bulance service is available, but most 
people do not know how to contact 
these companies and the expense in- 
volved is rather high. The Coast Guard 
will respond to emergency situations as 
a public service, and can be reached 
quickly by radio or telephone. 


2. C. Underway with the wind off 
the port bow. A helicopter is most 
stable when moving ahead or headed 
into a mild wind. A boat should be 
headed slowly—about five knots—into 
the wind. By keeping the wind 30 de- 
grees off the port bow, the boat will 
allow the helicopter pilot to position the 
aircraft for best maneuverability and 
visibility of the boat. 


3. D—A and B, but not C. The rotor 
of the helicopter develops static electri- 
cal charges as it turns through the air. 
These charges remain with the aircraft 
until it is grounded. Always allow any- 
thing lowered from a helicopter to 
touch the ground before making con- 
tact with it. Helicopters must have free- 
dom to fly according to changing wind 
conditions, so must not be secured or 
a crash could result. 


4. 1-C, 2-D, 3-B, 4-A. Voice communi- 
cation is essentially impossible with a 
helicopter. Hand or flashlight signals 
are helpful when no other means are 
available. Radio communication is most 
desirable, however. If direct communi- 
cation by radio is not possible, try 
working through a marine telephone 
operator, a CB operator or some other 
indirect means. 


5. D. All of the above. All tall objects 
need to be lowered—even the radio 
antenna when the helicopter makes its 
final approach. The victim must wear a 
PFD or an inflated BC. If the victim is 
on a tilt board, have the person un- 
strapped and ready for the transfer to 
the basket. Time is critical during the 
transfer. 


6. B. The tail area of the helicopter. 
The tail rotor is extremely dangerous 
because it is invisible when in opera- 
tion and because changing air currents 
may cause the tail of the helicopter to 
dip. Be aware of this danger and re- 
main clear of the tail area. 


7. D—A and B but not C. The inter- 
ruption of CPR for the time required to 
transfer a victim could be fatal. In addi- 
tion, the helicopter may not have a 
crew member who is trained in CPR. 
Low altitude is a requirement to pre- 
vent additional injury from a further 
lowering of the ambient pressure with 
altitude. An examination by a medical 
person is desirable, but not mandatory. 


8. A. The pick-up zone should be 
far from the edge of any cliffs. This 
is incorrect. It is desirable for the pick- 
up to take place near the edge of any 
cliff so the pilot can use the wind cur- 
rents and the drop-off as aids to land- 
ing and take-off. 


9. C. A trail line should be attached 
to the litter. At times it is helpful to 
have the trail line to steady the litter as 
it is raised to the helicopter, but at oth- 
er times it could be dangerous to have 
a trail line because it might whip about 
and secure itself to some object. Use 
of a trail line will be determined by the 
helicopter crew. 


10. D. All of the above. Be aware 
continuously of the danger from the ro- 
tor of the helicopter. By watching the 
pilot and following his gestures, you 
can avoid being surprised and injured. 


There is a great deal you need to know to be able to deal with an emer- 
gency effectively and diving accidents require you to know more than 
that needed for non-diving emergencies. This quiz is an example of 
what you can learn in a course on diving rescue techniques.

ive resort travel has experienced a 

tremendous boom in recent years. 
With it has come a new wave of curiousity 
about resort diving operations, tropical 
hotels, tour operators and travel agents. 
SKIN DIVER receives thousands of letters 
from its readers with questions, com- 
ments and, occasionally, complaints. We 
thought it might be helpful if we explained 
how SDM goes about reporting on a dive 
resort or facility. 

We assign our very best writers to the 
job of covering travel and resorts. This 
cadre of journalists consists of staff writ- 
ers, contributing editors and freelance 
journalists who have extensive knowl- 
edge in the area of resort travel. The av- 
erage SKIN DIVER travel writer has 15 
years or more experience. 

Our travel assignments are not taken 
lightly. There is a great deal of money in- 
volved since the vacationing diver will 
pay anywhere from $400 to $4,000 for an 
overseas dive trip and can hardly afford 
to make a wrong choice. SKIN DIVER 
travel writers strive for accuracy and 
comprehensive reportage. They often 
have to dig for the facts since information 
is difficult to obtain or virtually non-exis- 
tent. This is where careful research and 
seasoned reportage pays off. SDM writ- 
ers actually travel to the far corners of the 
world to visit these resorts, examine the 
reefs and wrecks, and make their own 
personal evaluations. 

some readers wonder if our travel writ- 
ers receive special treatment when they 
visit a dive resort. The answer is no, 
SDM's travel writers dive in the same 
ocean, visit the same reefs, eat the same

food and sleep in the same hotel rooms 
as any other guests. The plain fact of life 
is that most resorts have no way of devi- 
ating from their normal dive routine. Fur- 
thermore, SDM writers are not interested 
in any special favors—they are attempting 
to report on those services and U/W at- 
tractions that are regularly offered. 

A few readers have inquired as to why 
SKIN DIVER travel articles always sound 
SO positive and rarely have anything bad 
to report. When SDM sends a writer out 
to cover a resort, he or she is not deliber- 
ately looking for negative aspects. The 
writers approach every resort in the same 
manner as a vacationing diver would. 
They seek enjoyable experiences and 
search for those particular underwater at- 
tractions that make that destination dis- 
tinctive and appealing. In the majority of 
instances resorts are eager to host and 
please their guests since their future 
growth and prosperity depend largely on 
satisfied customers. In other words, SKIN 
DIVER’s travel articles are not designed 
to be witch hunts. Those interested in 
reading about the ten worst dive resorts 
in the world will have to find this in some 
other publication. Our goal is to tell read- 
ers where the good spots are and who to 
contact in order to reach them. 

Some readers inquire as to why we de- 
vote more coverage to certain resort 
areas and less to others. SDM attempts 
to provide the reader with worldwide cov- 
erage to those resort locations that offer 


exciting and rewarding dive experiences. 


However, SKIN DIVER does devote more 
coverage to those areas that are heavily 
traveled by its readers. You will find more 
about the Bahamas, Virgin Islands and 
Cayman Islands simply because these 
are by far the most popular vacation des- 
tinations among our readers. 

Some readers ask whether our travel 
articles are based on advertising. The an- 
swer is no; in fact, it is the other way 
around. When a SKIN DIVER travel writer 
visits a resort area, it is no secret. Smart 
advertisers try to tie their advertising into 
the very same issue that will be publiciz- 
ing their area. 

Occasionally, we hear from a reader 
who does not share the enthusiasm or 
evaluation of a resort as reported in the 


magazine. This is understandable since 
all divers do not have identical underwa- 
ter interests, food preferences, or prefer- 
ences in hotel accommodations. We 
have interviewed dive guests staying at 
the same resort, the same week who 
have come to completely opposite con- 
clusions. Such conflicting evaluations be- 
come a matter of personal opinion, and 
there is no dive resort in the world that 
can please everyone all of the time. 

No matter how objective and how thor- 
ough a travel writer attempts to be, his or 
her report is still a product of personal 
opinion combined with personal experi- 
ence. Dive resorts simply cannot be eval- 
uated like pop-up toasters. There are far 
too many variables involved, and most 
travel reports are assessed subjectively. 

Once in a while we receive an irate let- 
ter from a reader who claims the dive re- 
sort destination was not as good as SKIN 
DIVER reported it to be. In the over- 
whelming majority of these cases, our 
subsequent investigation reveals the 
problem was caused by something be- 
yond the control of the resort operator. A 
bad storm can turn a tropical paradise in- 
to hell week; strong winds can prevent 
the boat from visiting the better reefs; an 
inoperative engine can create delays or 
crowding aboard the alternate vessel; a 
malfunctioning air compressor can cause 
frustrating confusion or inconvenience. 
Sometimes, a change in divemasters or 
hotel managers can contribute to not so 
perfect service. Most of these calamities 
are temporary, but certainly unfortunate 
to those subjected to them. Quite frankly, 
such unforeseen and unfortunate events 
are some of the great gambles of dive 
travel. No one can guarantee your airline 
flight will depart on time, the sea will be 
calm or that the water will be clear. 

Each month many thousands of divers 
embark on overseas trips based on what 
they have read in this magazine. They 
place their faith and trust in us because 
SKIN DIVER has consistantly delivered 
factual, accurate and comprehensive in- 
formation about dive resorts all over the 
world. You, the reader, are the most im- 
portant consideration in each and every 
travel article published in this magazine.
